ING DOWN THE YAZOO. 


HELENA IS OUT OF DANGER. 


Offers of Aid Are Flowing in From 
All Parts of the United 
States. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 10.—There fs no 
abatement of the great flood in the Yazoo 
delta. The waters continue to pour into 
the lowlansd through he five breaks in the 
levee and the smaller streams tributary to 
the big river are filled to ovorflowing. This 
has been a rainy and stormy day in the 
flooded district and extra guards are being 
placed on the levees to-night. With the 
river stationary at Memphis and Cairo and 
the upper Mississippi rising, the duration 
of the’ flood is now a question that only the 
future can determine. 

The great volume of water,..which...for 
weeks nas filled the Arkansas bottoms 
and which ie now rushing. into the delta 
continues slowly passing into the main 
channel again and adds to the already 
ewift current, which now threatens the 
Louisiana levees. 

At Rosedale a steady rain is falling and 
a high wind prevails. Along the Bogue 
Phalia, one of the richest sections of the 
delta, the people are in extreme distress. 
Relief was sent them from Rosedale to- 
day. 

At Friar’s Point the river continues to 
fall. The towns of McLemore and Sherard 
@re three feet under water. 

At Helena the situation is slowly im- 
proving. In North Helena the water has 
fallen enough to allow some of the small- 
er residences to be occupied, while those 
who now live in second stories are prepar- 
ing to move down again. The river at that 
place has fallen two-tenths in twenty-four 
hours. Inside the city of Helena the water 
is fast disappearing over the Arkansas 
Midland levee. The following telegram was 
received by Gov. McLarin at Jackson, Miss., 
to-day: 

“AKRON, O., April 10.—The citizens of 
Akron, O., sympathize deeply with the guf- 
fering people of the Mississippi Valley. We 
will send them a carload of provisions and 
clothing. Wire us address of organization 
which will make distribution where it is 
most needed.

It. is now. the .opinion 
most generally expressed that no crops will 
be made this year and the destitution can 
only be imagined.

GREENVILLE, Miss., Aprfl 10.—As every 
day goes by the flood situation in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley increases in gravity, and 
from now until the waters recede and pos- 
sibly for months afterward, want and 
poverty if not actual starvation will stare 
the people of the flooded districts in the 
face. An appeal for aid to the National 
Government has already gone out from this 
section and others are sure to follow, despite 
vehement demands to the contrary. The 
planters have about given up the hope of 
making even a late crop and will be unable 
to take care of their tenants in conse- 
quence. Aid, prompt and liberal will be a 
necessity within a short time as already in 
the country districts the supplies of food are 
dwindling. To-day a trip was made by skiff 
from this point straight across the country 
for nearly twenty-five miles over the finest 
Plantations in the Mississippi Valley and 
everywhere the scene was heartrending in 
its desolation. 

The country covered is traversed by the 
Black Bayou, Deer Creek, the Sunflower 
river and the Bogue Philia. These streams 
would naturally under present conditions 
be out of their banks and the water which 
the tremendous 
breaks in the levees above have added to 
their volume and flooded the whole country 
for a deptis of from four to fifteen feet. 
Only the highest knolls, and these are few, 
are out of water. On these knolls are 
huddled together as many negroes as can 
crowd upon them with their cattle, and 
the upper story of every gin house has its

registered 17.9 over low water mark, equal- 
ing the highest water of 1993. The river 
engineers say the water will continue to 
rise for the next tén days, and that in all 
probability the river will bé at least a foot 
higher within the néxt, week.

At 
some points the river ts slopping over the 
levees, but a force of laborers has been 
marshalled at all weak points, and they are 
being sacked. About forty car-loads of fill- 
ing were brought into the city to-day, and 
is being put into sacks. During to-day sev- 
eral hundred of these sacks were put in po- 
sition from Girond to Poydras street, the 
river slightly covering the wharf in that 
quarter and threatening to flood the streets 
in the vicinity. 

There has thus far been no interruption 
of traffic on the front, but if it becomes 
necessary, as seems likely, to raise the 
levees an average of two feet, floats will 
have difficulty in reaching the shipping. 

The Weather Bureau to-night expresses 
the belief that the rfver here will finally 
reach from 18.5 to 19 feet, depending on 
whether or not the levees above hold 
against the unprecedented flood that is 
threatened from Vicksburg south. 

There is no panic here and no serious 
alarm at present, but the authorities are 
fully alive to the peril involved in a further 
rise of asfoot. 

Reports from the wpper sections. of Lou- 
istana are to the effect that the river is 
steadily rising, but no break has yet oc- 
curred in the system and a_ tremendous 
fight is being waged all along the line. Up 
to the present there has been no necessity 
for an appeal for Government aid. If the 


levees hold Louisiana will require no out-

Gen. Alger Explains the Situation to 
Gov. Jones. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Secretary Al- 
ger has received another response to ‘his

D, W. Jones of 
Arkansas, at Little, Rock, and read. as fol-

“Iam advised. and believe that the distri- 
bution for sufferers from overfiows in this 
State should be to committees and in money 
and not in rations. I wrote you fully yes- 
terday and beg that you will wait receipt 
of that letter before acting. If, however, 
you finally conclude to issue rations only, 
then I will cheerfully comply with your re- 
quest contained in your telegram of to-day. 
I await your further advice.” 

An inspection of the termg of the joint 
resolution under WHich the War Depart- 
ment is acting in relieving the flood suffer- 
ers soon demonstrated that the department 
was bound to issue only rations. Secretary 
Alger made the following reply to Gov. 
Jones’ message: P 

“T am sorry that aid cannot be furnished 
in money. Our officers will be on the ground 
to-day and will furnish such supplies as are 
necesary as far as possible.’’ 

There were no reports this morning from 
the ergineer officers along the Mississippi, 
which is taken as a sign that the situation 
remains unchanged, or at least that no 
further damage of importance has been 
sustained by the Government works along 
the banks of the river.

VICKSBURG, Miss., April 10.—The con- 
tinued rise of the river here ts reason for 
great anxiety. On the Louisiana side at 
points below and thirty miles above Vicks- 
burg, alarm is still felt’ for the safety of 
levees. 

At 7 pm. the gauge here stood at fifty 
feet and four-tenths, the highest since the 
year of 1862. “Bhen it reached 62 feet above 
low water mar nd well posted men pre- 
dict it will go th@t high again within the 
next five or six days..

INVASION OF MACEDONIA. 
It Is Rumored at Rome That War Has 
and Turkey.

LONDON, April 10.—Short of an actual 
declaration of war between Greece and 
Turkey, the situation could not possibly be 
graver than it is. To-morrow is the seVe 
enty-fifth anniversay of a day the Greeks 
have only too great cause to remem ber 
with horror—the massacre by the Turke 
of 40,000 of thé inhabitants of the island of 
Scio during the war of independence. 

The memory of this, in connection with 
the little the Powers have done by their 
vaunted concert, is not likely to put the 
Greeks in the humor to withdraw now, 
even though King George and his minis- 
ters are surprised at the immense army 
Turkey has unexpectedly put upon the fron- 
tier, well armed and organized, in spite of 
her supposed want of resources, and may 
fo the futility of fighting Turkey if 
the are determined, as they threat- 
en, that neither combatants shal) get ad- 
vantage of them. Whether, once the fight- 
ing commences the Powers will be able to 
execute their threat is a question of the 
future. The danger of the situation is the 
fact that Turkey is undoubtedly anxious to 
give the Greeks a lesson and has only thus 
far been prevented from so doing by the 
influence of the Powers.

Great Britain, however, te reluctant to 
constitute herself the policeman of Burope 
and to discharge a distasteful duty. This 

tate of affairs applies also to France and 
ital and certainly to Admiral Canevaro 
the Tlalian officer in command of the allied 
fleets, who offered to resign rather than 
take part in the blockade, In eo doing he 
represented the feeling of the Italian na- 
tion, but In the interest of the concert of 
the powers he was advised to remain at 
his post. 

Great Britain, France and Italy favor con- 
cessions. which will enable Greece to recede 
from her present situation. Russia and 
Austria appear to be rather undecided as 
to what courre to pursue; but Russia is 
credited with the desire to allow the Cre- 
tans to decide their fate by a phasesoste. 
Germany declines to yield on any point and, 
besides, she is encouraging Turkey against 
Greece and refuses to consent to the broad 
scheme of autonomy for Crete which has 
been proposed by the other powers. There 
is a rumor at Athens that Germany has at 
last been informed that. since she makes 
no sacrifices she is not in a position to dic- 
tate. If this is true, the concert of the 
Powers may atill become something more 
than a mere name. 

In spite of official denials !t is believed 
that a treaty of alliance between Servia 
Bulgaria and Montenegro is on the eve of 
conciusion. The treaty, however, will re- 
mire Ruasia’s approval and will pledge the 
three Stafes mentioned to defend the in- 
dependence of their joint territory. It was 
this news which Dt toa the strained 
relations between Bulgaria and Roumania 
and led the Bulgarians to talk of re- 
taking Dubrudja, whi was followed by 
both Bulgaria and umania massing 
troops on the fronttfer. 

Sir Vernon Harcourt’s motion to discuss 
the Government's policy towards Greece be- 
fore Parliament adjourns for the Waster 
recess is not expected to have important 
results. He simply wishes to make his 

sition clear before the members disperse 
or the holidays. His refusal to be drawn 
into moving a vote of censure against the 
government made the recent debate on the 
subject rather languid. There was a very 
emall attendance in the House of Commons 
during the past week, the members being 
giad to get away, hoping for more exciting 
times on their return. 


LONDON, April 10.—The Athens corre- 
eeeene of the Times telegraphs as fol- 
ows:

Another chaplain is a 
priest from Mount Athos. 

The day after the arrival of the band, 
arms and uniforms, badged with the arms 
of the Fthnike Hetatiria (National League) 
Were served, and a commissariat corps of 
sixty men was formed. Mules arrived for 
the transport service, and on Thursday the 
ftandard was blessed by the Monks of the 
Memora Monastery. It bears the inscrip- 
tion tn Greek, ‘‘En Tonto Nika,” thé equiv- 
alent of “In Hoc Signo Vinces.”’ 

This news has added greatly to the ex- 
citement here.

LONDON, April 10.—A special dispatch 
from Athens says that the invasion of 
Jyrkish territory by Greek insurgents is 
beli@yed to be the forerunner of a declara- 
tion of war.

RIVERA ARREST. 


The Story of It Told by Jose Amieva, 
Who Was With the Cuban 
Leader at the Time. 


HAVANA, April 10—(Via Key West, 
April 10.)\—The Associated Press corres- 
pondent has interviewed Jose Dolores Amil- 
éva, a colonel in the Cuban army, brought 
to Cabana foftresg on the 7th inst and re- 
leased on April & Amieva was formerly 
resident dentist of Matanzas City, and has 
been an American citizen during the past 
sixteen years. He says that at this time 
Rivera had only one hundred men and fifty 
cartiers. Séveral columns attacked them 
suddenly at Cabezbas. Nearly all escaped 
except Rivera, who suffered from heart 
disease and fainted at a critical moment. 
Col. Bacallao and Senor Terry remained 
with Gen. Rivera for the purpose of assist- 
ing him. Shortly before the arrival of the 
regulars Amieva had been ordered to retire 
with the wounded. Otherwise he, too, 
would have been captured. Terry resisted 
capture and was firdd on by the Spaniards 
and wounded. Gen. Rivera, as is well 
known, was also wounded. 

Col. Amieva missed his way after the re- 
cent fight at Daureagno plantation near 
the trocha. He remained concealed for a 
considerable period of time, but the Span- 
ish troops finally surrounded him. Col. 

leva then threw aside his arms and of- 
ered a flag of truce. Surrendering, he was 
brought into the presence of Gen. Fernan- 
dez Ferrer. Fearing for his life he did 
not acknowledge that he was a colonel in 
the insurgent army and he said nothing 
about his American citigenship. Gen. Fer- 
rer produced the logbook of the Dauntless 
captured on the scene of the fight and 
proved that he was a colonel in the in- 
surgent army. Amieva says that he did 
not ~~ as 4id others on this occasion 
because he was suffering frogs varicocele. 
When he was transferred to Havana 
suffered from malaria. Later, however, he 
was treated by the civil guards along the 
line of the road. weer at Havana 
was delivered to the goldie 
him roughly, handcuffing him. Up to the 
time he was released at the fortress he 
was well treated by Gen. Garrich and other 
officers. - :

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THE LIGHTING PROBLEM. 

The Board of Public Improvements 
©ught not to allow itself to be alarmed 
Or worried over the fact that no bids 
for lighting the city from January l, 
1900, were put in on Friday. This hold- 
ing off certainly has the appearance of 
a combine, formed to compel the city to 
renew the present contracts, the pro- 
moters of the combine doubtless hoping 
to be able to force the city to give them 
better rates, under the apprehension that 
the city may be left unlighted if their 
terms are not complied with. But St. 
Louis is as able to take care of itself in 
this respect as smaller cities that have 
defied lighting corporations and are now 
lighting their own streets at much less 
cost than under the contract system. 

The longer the gas and electric com- 
panies hold off, the more favorably will 
the people come to look upon the question 
of municipal lighting. St. Louis must 
not be frightened into granting ex- 
Orbitant rates because the corporations 
pretend there is “nothing in it’’ for them, 
All who are at all familiar with the 
subject know that this is the veriest 
humbug, and that with such rates as St. 
Louis has been paying, the companies 
can reap large profits. 

Several cities that have municipal 
lighting plants obtain their light at much 
less cost than cities that are lighted by 
contract. St. Louis has been paying 
$74.95 per year for are lights. Bangor, 
Me., with a municipal plant, gets each 
lamp at $35. Lewiston, Me., supplies its 
own light at $43 per lamp, and Troy, N. 
Y., gets its light from its own plant at 
$61 per lamp. 

Municipal lighting will come in the 
long run. Let the companies hold off as 
long as they please. It will help to 

the public to take an interest in 
this important subject.

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ENGLAND’S DEBT TO INDIA. 

In a recent speech at the Hornsey Pub- 
lic Baths, London, Mr. H. M. Hyndman, 
the well-known Socialist author and 
lecturer, made some grave charges as to 
the way England has been exhausting 
India of its substance, practically produc- 
ing conditions that must inevitably re. 
sult in famine. 

Mr. Hyndman said that, without any 
commercial return whatever, England 
drains out of India annually more than 
twice the amount of the total gross ren- 
ta] value of that country, to pay to well- 
to-do Englishmen at home, in the shape 
of home charges for the army and the 
India Office, for interest on loans and 
dividends on railway shares, and for 
pensions to retired military and civil of- 
ficers. 

He adds that the total amount thus ex. 
torted from India year by year, which is 
now being extorted month by month— 
even in this famine year—is not less than 
$1,150,000,000 worth of produce, measured 
in gold, not In silver. 

“Such an infamous tribute,” said Mr. 
Hyndman, “was never before exacted in 
the history of the world. All the mis-‘

But it ought 
to do far more than that. It ought to 
stop stripping an already impoverished 
People of their substance. It ought to 
cease playing its infamous role as the 
Bhylock of the world. 


A SCHEME OF PLUNDER. 

The McKinley administration is clearly 
committed to the scheme for the an- 
nexation of Hawaii, After thre Dingley 
bill of abominations is passed the pres- 
sure tO assume the bonded debt of the 
Mongrel Kingdom, and to take on the 
cost, danger and responsibility of its 
government, will be commenced. 

This is a scheme of plunder, The hold- 
ers of Hawaiian bonds, bought at fifty

A VOICE FROM CANTON. 

Canton, O., is President McKinley’s 
home town. A municipal election was 
held there last Monday, and Mr. James 
A. Rice, a free silver Democrat, was 
elected Mayor. -Having been asked by 
the New York World to explain why the 
Democrats carried McKinley’s home 
town, which gave him a large majority 
last November, he wrote as follows: 

Failure to make good the promises made 
by the Republicans last fall, general suf- 
fering and distress among the laboring 
classes, inability to do a prosperous busi- 
ness on “‘confidence,”’ have caused people 
voting for McKinley for President to 
realize that the interests of the masses and 
classes are not mutual so far as Repub- 
lican rule is concerned.

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‘Tlast week, and in which the Republican 


majorities last November were com- 
pletely reversed. And it is a noteworthy 
fact that wherever the issues of the na- 
tional campaign were made most promi- 
nent—that is to say, wherever the voters 
were given an opportunity to administer 
a direct rebuke to the plutocratic com- 
bine that bunkoed them last fall—there 
the Democratic victories were most de- 
cisive and the Republican losses most 
marked. 

Wherever the Democrats tried to win 
on “local issues,” as in St. Louis, they 
failed. The people are still thinking 
about the issues formulated in the Chi- 
cago platform, and their thinking is 
bringing forth fruit. You cannot interest 
voters now in local issues. The troubles 
they are confronted with and that absorb 
their attention are not confined to. lo- 
calities, but are national in their scope 
and bearing. 

Until bimetallism is restored, every so- 
called local contest will be but a seg- 
ment of the national campaign. And 
wherever the Democrats recognize this 
they will win. The tide of popular feel- 
ing is with them and is rising.

LOSS ON THE COTTON CROP. 

The loss to the wealth of the country, 
while at present a secondary considera- 
tion of the Mississippi floods, is neverthe- 
less a very serious feature of the situa- 
tion. The inundated lands constitute 
part of the greatest cotton-growing 
region in the world. Their average an- 
nual output is a million and a half bales, 
and it is possible that this may be a 
total loss. Whether there will be time 
left for planting after the waters recede 
is a serious question. The time for plant- 
ing in that section is between the Ist of 
April and the Ist of May. There is now 
little or no prospect that the land can be 
cultivated at any time this month, even 
if there were a prospect that the overflow 
would cease in that time. But there is 
no such prospect at present. 

Mr. Jerome Hill, a conservative busi- 
ness man, thoroughly conversant with 
the situation and with the cotton trade, 
Says the damage is the greatest in 
twenty years. J. H. Allen of the Allen- 
West Commission Company says that the 
crop to insure growth, should now be in 
the ground, and takes a gloomy view of 
the prospect. 

Equally discouraging ig Mr. Hill’s con- 

cise statement regarding the manner in 
which cotton prices are regulated by the 
Cotton Exchanges in New York and New 
Orleans. Under normal conditions much 
of this loss of wealth might be gaved to 
the country in the aggregate through 
advanced prices of the staple sold to 
foreign buyers, who take annually about 
two-thirds of the entire crop. Mr. Hill 
indicates in the interesting statement 
appearing elsewhere in this issue of the 
Post-Dispatch, how the great New York 
and New Orleans cotton operators and 
exporters have managed to hold down 
prices in the past in the face of strong, 
natural conditions making for a rise. 
He has little hope, accordingly, that even 
& pronounced shortage will be allowed 
to result in any material advance in 
prices, and is inclined to regard. the 
money loss, whatever it may be, as little 
short of total. 
“No such commercial wrong,” > says 
Mr. Hill, “has ever been permitted in 
any country save the United States.” 
There are marty. wrongs tolerated in our 
commercial and financial systems not 
tolerated élsewhere, destructive, alike of 
public prosperity and public morals. 


TOO AWFULLY AWFUL. 
Shortly after the Chicago platform of 
1896 was promulgated, the country re- 
sounded with cries and moans. The 
trusts and corporations that had been 
engaged for years in packing the courts, 
and especially the Federal courts, with 
their hirelings and henchmen, and who 
had just disgraced the Supreme Court of 
the United States by obtaining a reversal 
of its decision in the income tax case, 
made the welkin ring with their horrified 
and appalled cries that something con- 
tained in the Chicago platform implied 
disrespect to the Supreme Court. The 
corporation attorneys all over the land 
echoed this shriek, and many of them 
rent their clothes, tore their hair and 
declared that they could not remain in a 
party that dared to question the finality 
and infallibility of a decision of “that 
august tribunal.” The newspapér that 
led this clamorous chorus was the New 
York Evening Post, which is owned by 
Henry Villard of the Northern Pacific, 
and which is in a special sense the organ 
of Eastern plutocracy. 

Plutocracy’s reverence for the “august 


tribunal” lasted until the recent decision 
? 


+ proval. 


in the anti-trust law case was handed 
down. Then plutocracy’s bowed head 
and upturned gaze at the thought of the 
“august tribunal” suddenly gave place 
to a look of anger and disgust, as the 
sensitive pocket nérve responded to Jus- 
tice Peckham’s twanging. The Evening 
Post promptly became an organ of the 
Anarchists, and in its eyes the “august 
tribunal” was no longer august. On the 
contrary, the Evening Post has been 
pointing out ever since how often and 
how grievously the Supreme Court has 
erred. Here is an extract from an 
editorial in its issue of last Monday: 

Several newspapers for which we have 
a sincere respect have commented on our 
criticisms of the Supreme Court's decision 
in the case of the Trans-Missouri Freight 
Association, as though a loyal newspaper 
were bound not merely to obey but to ap- 
prove of all decisions made by that tribunal. 
This doctrine is susceptible of very wide 
application. It would require us to ap- 
prove of the Dred Scott decision. It would 
require us to give our assent intellectually 
to the contradictory decisions of the court 
itself; as, for example, to the decision ren- 
dered by Chief Justice Chase denying the 
constitutionality of the legal-tender act and 
to the Jater ones affirming it. There have 
been, as We are frequently reminded, two 
contradictory decisions on the constitution- 
ality of the income tax. Which of these 
roay a patriotic citizen criticise? The 
proper answer is that he may criticise both. 
Mr. Lincoln laid down the correct rule in 
his debates with Senator Douglas, that wo 
owe obedience to the decisions of courts, 
but do not necessarily owe them our ap- 
A moment’s reflection will show 
that any other rule involves intellectual 
slavery and the grossest self-contradiction. 

This reads like an extract from Mr. 
Bryan’s speeches last fall. But let that 
go. Evidently “the world do move.” If 
the laws are really to be enforced against 
plutocrats, trusts and the greedy mil- 
lionaires, we may expect more anarchy 
to be spouted by the Evening Post and 
the organs of its type than the “Bryan- 
ites’’ could give utterance to in a dozen 
campaigns or than could be embodied in 
a score of Chicago platforms.

Ex-Senator Ingalls will never become a 
shining light in newspaperdom.

He had the only scoop of the big 
fight of Carson, and he kept it carefully 
concealed from March 17 until April 8 be- 
fore he turned it loose. Then it took a 
corkscrew to pull it out. On that day in 
an interview he stated that Fitzsimmons 
had told him on the night of the fight that 
the blow which knocked out Sullivan was a 
chance one. For more than two weeks that 
blow had been exploited as the one Fitz 
had up his sleeve all along, only waiting 
for the opportunity to deliver it. Mr. In- 
galls went to Carson as the correspondent 
of a New York newspaper, doubtless at 2 
fancy price. And he failed to send the only 
important—if true—item which the paper 
did not get from other sources. It took 
him seventeen days to unload the item, 
and then ‘he gave it away for nothing to an- 
other paper. Mr. Ingalls must be classed 
among the journalistic freaks. 

Prof. Waller of London has made a dis- 
covery which should be heartily indorsed by 
the Kentucky gentleman of the old school.

Holmes 
was hanged, so was Duestrow, and so Dur- 
rant will be, but these were particulariy 
flagrant cases.

interest to die out, and for the State's wit- 
nesses to scatter, he is fairly sure to save 
his neck, if he does not go scot free. 
Butler, the Australian murderer, stasfed on 
his way back to the Antipodes last, week, 
to stand trial for his crimes. It ip safe 
to say that ninety days after he lands he 
will be dead. They have less law haps 
elsewhere, but it is of suter and of much 
quicker action than the home article.

BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 


Statements That Dr. Hunter and Two 
Friends Offered $5,000 Apiece 
for Four Votes. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 10.—Indict- 
ments charging bribery and conspiracy to 
bribe have been prepared by the Franklin 
County Grand-jury against three of the 
most prominent Republicans in the State 
and true bills wi! be returned against Con- 
gressman W. Godfrey Hunter of the Third 
District, the Republican nominee for the 
United States Senate; Congressman John 
H. Wilson of the Seventh District, one of 
Dr. Hunter's closest advisers, and Hon. F. 
T. Franks, one of the leading Republican 
politicians of the Second District. 

The indictments were prepared last night 
upon the testimony of Capt. Noel Gaines, 
Capt. Thomas Tanner, his brother-in-law 
and Fred Gordon, all of this city. 


The following authorized interview was 
given out this morning by Capt. Thomas 
Tanner, one of the accusing witnesses: 

“I was first called to the Capitol Hotel on 
April 1 and took Dr. Hunter to Capt. 
Gaines’ house. I there heard the conversa- 
tion which followed between Dr. Hunter 
and Gaines. I was in an adjoining room. 
My principal connection with the case was 
through Wilson and Franks. On various 
occasions I was called to consult with them 


and urged to take a hand in buying votes. 
They insisted they must have three or four 
Democratic votes, and singled out Repre- 
sentatives Gossom,Clarke Johns and Lykens, 
whom they said we (Gaines and myself) 
must get, although any Democratic votes 
would be acceptable. 

“T was called to the Canitol Hote] Monday 
night and had a conference with Wilson in 
Room 21. Wilson had a big roll of bills; he 
said there were $5,000 in the package, and 
from all] appearances there were. here 
were four such packages, or $20,000, and he 
said this would be paid for four votes for 
Dr. Hunter. He showed me the money as 
an evidence of good faith. He seemed to be 
the man who handled all the money. I had 
several conferences with Franks in the same 
room. I was tast called there Thursday 
morning, when they seemed to think that 
s0me members of the Legisiature had offered 
to succumb for $10,000, but they thought this 
too high. Franks was in the plan, and 
talked about buying votes, but he never 
directly offered me money with which to 
buy them.” 


One of Hunter's managers dictated this 
Statement at 19 o'clock: 

“On Tuesday of this week, Mr. Gaines 
demanded of Hunter's friends $10,000 for 
work that he had done for Hunter. They 
told Gaines that they knew of no work that 
he had done for Hunter, and would not 
give him any money, and that he was a 
warm and intimate friend of Gov. Bradley 
and was against Hunter. He then said he 
would blow on Hunter, and since that

The sole topic of con- 
versation was the bribery charges that have 
been brought against Dr. Hunter and his 
chief lieutenants, Wilson and Franks.

The fight in the gallery was between 
Thomas Morrow of Somerset, a relative of 
Judge T. Z. Morrow and a nephew of Gov. 
Bradley, and Pete Sanders, a local Hunter 
Republican. Sanders struck Morrow over 
the eye with a pair of brass-knuckles, cut- 
ting an ugly wound and draw-ng the blood 
in copious quantities. Sanders was arfr- 
rested. 

There was no change in the second ballot. 

No indictment was found to-day. The 
Grand-jury has the matter under investi- 
gation and will examine Wilson and 
Franks on Monday.

ABSORBED. 


BROUGHT ABOUT BY INTERESTED 
RAILROADS. 


ST. LOUIS BILLS OF LADING. 


The Vexing Problem Solved in a Re- 
port Made to the Manufac- 
turers’ Association. 


All indications point to the practical ab- 
sorption of the famous—or infamous— 
“Bridge Arbitrary’’ that has for so long 
throttled the commerce of the city. A 
report presented to the St. Louis Manu- 
facturers’ Association by J. W. Van Cleave 
of the Traffic Committee of that body tells 
how that absorption may be brought about, 
or rather how it has been accomplished, 
for it is already an established fact. The 
solution of the vexed problem is shown in 
one sentence. 

“Thé Brodadway depot of the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad is now receiving and 
delivering freight on through St. Louis bills 
of lading.”’ 

That means that the St. Louis shipper 
can ship his products to any point east of 
the river or can ship into St. Louis from 
any point east of the river on a bill of lad- 
ing based on St. Louis instead of East St. 
Louis, as heretofore has been the case, 
Thisdesirable innovationhas hitherto been 
balked, not by the railroads, says the re- 
port, but by a few of the business men of 
the city who fail to understand the impor- 
tance of the doing away with the arbitrary 


charge to the commerce of the city. 
The first step in the movement by the 
Manufacturers’ Association was to induce 
the Iron Mountain Road to compete for the 
business south of the Ohio River and south 
of Louisville. As soon as that road gave 
a 8t. Louis bill of lading the other roads 
entering the city through East St. Louis 
issued a St. Louis bill of lading at East 
St. Louis rates. 
The present arrangement contemplates an 
arrangement with the L. & N. and the 
Cumberland Gap Dispatch by which ship- 
ments from the Atlantic seaboard are made 
to St. Louts on a straight St. Louis bill of 
lading, and vice versa. These shipments 
and receipts will be at the Broadway Sta- 
tion. and will include even export goods. 
This bill of lading has not yet been issued, 
but will be as soon as it can be gotten out. 
At present the Terminal charges in 8t. 
Louis are being absorbed on about 56 per 
ecént of the commodities shipped out or re- 
ceived. The present arrangement will ac- 
complish an absorption of all if the 8t. 
Louis shippers will support the movement 
inaugurated by the manufacturers. Every 
local business association was communi- 
cated with by Secretary Cannon last night 
and the expectation is that they will all 
join the movement. 
The actual terminal charges are not now 
as great in St. Louis as they are in any 
other large city. The majority of plants in 
Chicago now pay 3%c and 4c per 100 and a 
large number pay as high as 6 and 6c. The 
average in St. uis on car load lots ig 2c. 
This is not always the case however, as ‘s 
shown by one instance, the correspondence 
on which, was shown to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, A shipment was given to the local 
transfer company to be consigned to a 
point in Virginia. The rate was 68c¢ per 100 
or $13.23 for the 2,100 pounds. Consignee was 
required to pay $17.43, an advance of $4.20. 
which was expla'ned as the charge of the 
transfer company across the river. This 
figures out We per 100, on a haul of less 
than two miles.

NEW ALLIANCES BEING FORMED 
IN EUROPE. 


GERMANY, RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA. 


This Great Triumvirate Drifting To- 
gether, While France and Italy 
Lean to England. 


BERLIN, April 10.—It is understood on 
reliable authority that another great shift- 
ing on the political chess-board of Europe 
is imminent, the relations of France and 
Russia having steadily grown worse to the 
extent that they are being artificially bol- 
stered up and the adhesion of Italy to the 
Dreibund being, since the financial and mil- 
itary impotence of Italy became glaringly 
apparent by the Abyssinian adventure, but 
nominal. Therefore a new arrangement for 
preserving the peace balance of Europe has 


been deemed necessary. Since last Septem- 
ber private letters on this subject have been 
repeatedly exchanged between Berlin, St. 
Petersburg and Vienna and in German diplo- 
matic circles it Is considered a foregone 
conclusion that an understanding has been 
reached. Italy will little longer belong to 
the Driebund even nominally and the force 
of events is gradually driving her into the 
arms of Great Britain and France and it 
is believed here, with the probable speedy 
victory of the Radical party in Italy this 
change will be accomplished. 

On the other hand, the Czar and his ad- 
visers are said to be decided that France is 
too fickle for a reliable ally, and, on the 
pees possible authority the Associated Press 
s informed that an e\ente which per- 
haps later will be followed by a formal al- 
liance, is to be reached in the spring and 
summer between Germany, Russia and Aus- 
tria. Some of the preliminaries will be 


agreed upon between Emperor William and 


Emperor Francis Joseph, during the for- 
mer’s visit to Vienna, which is now defi- 
nitely fixed for April 22. Three days 
later Emperor Franc!s Joseph will visit the 
Czar at St. Petersburg. During these visiis_ 
the preliminaries for the understanding hbe- 
tween the Emperors will be discussed and 
will probably be ratified. Emperor William’s 
visit to the Czar, soon after, will serve the 
same purpose. The proposed agreement is 
directed mainly against the dubious shift- 
ing policy of Great Britain on the Eastern 
question and the maintenance of the Euro- 
pean status quo. 


The fact, which has now becoms known in 
spite of reports to the contrary, that Em- 
peror William sent neither & message of 
congratulation or other greetings to Prince 
Bismarck on his birthday, has been gener- 
ally and severely commented upon by the 
yerman press, and has rendered,the Em- 
pore, for the time being, very unpopular. 

Sven the Centrist press deems it to be an 
act of unpardonable rudeness, and Prince 
Bismarck is said to be so deeply offended 
that he will never forgive his Majesty. At 
Friedrichsruhe, it is understood that more 
startling revelations are being prepared for 
publication so that the merry warfare be- 
tween Friedrichsruhe and Berlin will short- 
ly be resumed. 
German exports during the past three 
months show curious features. For the 
consular déstricts of Hamburg, Bremen, 
Stettin, Dantzic, Koenigsberg and Magde- 
burg, there are enormous increases com- 
ared with the same period of 18%. At 

ambure, for instance, the exports rose 
from 1, 666, 222 marks to 3,490,000 marks. At 
Bremen the exports rose from 623,827 marks 
to 1,085,827 marks; at Stettin they rose from 
1,085,695 marks to 2,358,873 marks; at Magde- 
burg they rose from _ 1,60, marks to 
2.959.589 marks, and of the latter 1,167,277 
marks were unrefined sugar. All the fn- 
creases were largely for sugar and other 
foods which have been hurried to the 
United States to escape the new tariff 
duties. The other districts, with few ex- 
ceptions, such as Glauchau, Breslau, Anna- 
berg, Crefeld, Frankfort, etc., show con- 
siderable decrease. Berlin, Hanover and 
Cuben show small increases. The increase 
in the exports from Berlin is reported to 
be 1,249,531 marks, or 77,276 over the first 
three months of 1896.

A SUNDAY MORTGAGE VOID. 


A Decision by Judge Williams in the 
Hill-Fontaine Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 10.—In an 
opinion In the case of Hill, Fontaine & Co. 
vs. Henry and Laura Hite, in the United 
States Court to-day, Judge John A. Will- 
fams declared void a mortgage which had 
been executed on Sunday, The cvuurt said 
that the mortgage in this case had been exe- 
cuted upon a Sunday, and that the wife had 
been forced to sign same against her will. 
The mortgagees were not in position, there- 
fore, of innocent purchasers, and the parties 
to the mort age were at perfect liberty to 
contradict the certificate of the officers. 

Judge Williams further said: “There 
could be no subsequent ratification of the 
mortgage by Laura Hite, the wife of Henry 
Hite, because the property being that of the 
husband, the wife could relinquish her in- 
terest in it only by joining the conveyance 
and acknowledging the instrument separate 
and apart from her husband as provided by 
the statutes of Arkansas. It would follow, 
therefore, that even if the evidence showed 
that there was a subsequent ratification of 
the execution of the mortgage by Henry 
Hite, it would amount to no more than an 
execution of the mortgage by him alone; 
but a mortgage upon a homestead by a 
husband alone is a nullity, and even if Hen- 
ry Hite had ratified the mortgage, it would 
be inoperative because the husband has no 
power to mortgage his homestead unless 
his wife joins with him in the deed.” 

“One who signs a deed under duress can- 
not be said to join in the execution of the 
instrument. The wife in this case not hav- 
ing joined in the execution of the instru- 
ment, and tyes fact aang known to the 
mortgagees. the mortgage is void as to the 
homestead.”’

During the afternoon all the candidates

Rut in the afternoon he handed the Col- 
lector’s office over to Charles F. Wenneker, 
the newly-clected Collector, and then pre- 
pared to fool the public by being inaugu- 
rated Mayor late in the afternoon 80 
that a great crowd would not be present 
and, perhaps, cause the old City Hall to fall 
in on him. 

The new Council and the new House each 
convened and organized at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Pretty soon Capt. O'Malley and 
a squad of police came over from the Four 
Courts and formed a guard line around the 
old City Hall. Nobody could gain ad- 
mittance unless he had a pull, a ticket or 
ae eo 

his was the first intimation the public 
had that the Mayoral inauguration was to 
take place before the advertised hour. The 
Filley machine politicians and their friends 
had been notified on the quiet, and they 
arrived by the hundreds and had no trouble 
in breaking through the police lines. 

About a thousand og obtained en- 
trance to the hall of the House by the 
time President Meler came in with the 
other members of the Council and took the 
gavel and called the joint session of the 
Assembly to order a few minutes before 5 
o'clock. 

*“I'necle Henry’ had been closeted with 
Mayor Walbridge in the latter’s private of- 
fice for'an hour, waiting for the time when 
the cap sheaf was to be placed upon his vic- 
tory of Tuesday. 

The committee of escort, Councilmen Ives, 
Carroll and Gaus and Aldermen Coudrey, 
Bersch and Lehmann, brought the Mayor 
and the Mayor-elect into the House at 5 
o'clock. The crowd was as still as an audi- 
ence that is just expecting a trapeze per- 
former to jump through mid-air. 

Suddenly Capt, O'Malley, with a golden 
star glistening on his blue coat, stepped in- 
Bide the door and made a passage way 
through the crowd. He was closely followed 
by Mayor-elect Ziegenhein, leaning on the 
arm of Mayor Walbridge,and the committee 
trailed after, two and two. 

No sooner did “‘Uncle Henry” enter the 
door than the handclapping sounded like 
ha‘l on a tin roof. 

Mayor Walbridge escorted “Uncle Henry” 
up to the speaker's platform, and intro- 
duced him to President Meier. 

As “Uncle Henry” straightened his six- 
foot frame and glanced at the admiring au- 
dience there came a storm of applause. He 
Was attired neatly in a solid black suit, 
with a long Prince Albert coat, and on his 
immaculate shirt-front glistened a diamond 
like a frost sparkle on a snow bank. 

For a Moment a pallor came over “Uncle 
Henry's” f but only for a moment. His 
rosy complexion soon came back, and he 
appeared to be as much at ease as if eating 
a Schrweltzer cheese sandwich and indulg- 
ng in @ glass of beer in some South Side 


garden. 

Judge Zachritz, who is almost a onitian

platform and administered the following 
oath: 

“You do solemnly swear that you will 
support the Constitution of the United 
States, the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri and the charter and ordinances of 
the City of St. Louts; and that you will 
faithfully demean yourself in office, so help 
you God,” 

Judge Zachritz was overcome by the 
solemnity of the occasion. His voice was 
scarcely audible. 

President Meier did not seem to know 
what came next. Ex-Secretary of the Coun- 
cll Osamer, who had been coaching him all 
afternoon, whispered in his ear. Turning to 
the audience, President Meter gaid: “I in- 
troduce to you your new Mayor, Hon, Henry 
Ziegenhein.”’ 

hen the applause died away, Mayor 
Ziegenhein said: 
Mr. President, Members of the Council 
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Fellow-Citizens—As it was not thought 
that this building was safe enough to have 
a large meeting, and I said we would make 
it short as possible and I wouldn’t make a 
speech. Therefore, I will thank you kindly 
for the demonstration and maybe |! will 
have something to say iater, but I will not 
make as ch now.” 

There were cries for Walbridge. He re- 
sponded: 

“Gentlemen Members of the Assembly, Mr. 

Mayor and Fellow-Citizens> 

‘In retiring from the high office of Mayor 
I have only a few words to say. The record 
is made. Nothing I can say now will change 
it for better or for worse. I will conteht my- 
self with expressing the hope and belief that 
he who has just assumed the solemn obli- 
gation of the Chief Executive of this city 
will so conduct himself as to maintain and 

erpetuate the splendid reputation of St. 

ouis, both at home and abroad, and at the 
expiration of his term have no .cause to 
blush for any official act of his.’’ 

The — session of the Assembly was 
immediately adjourned. The crowd pushe:l 
forward to shake the hand of the new May- 
or, and as his arm was going like a pump- 
handle he greeted every one with a broad 
smile that played over his smooth, florid 
face. 

The Republican machine workers like 
Chairman Kalbfell of the Republican City 
Central Committee and Julius Wurzburger, 
“Uncle Henry's" campaign manager, and 
several hundred office-seekers and office- 
holders clustered about the new Mayor. 
They gave tangible evidence of their ad- 
miration for him by wearing the little red 
— for buttonhole bouquets and scarf- 
pins, 
“Uncle Henry” soon escaped with the 
few responsibility of the Mayoralty resting 
comfortably on his shoulders, and as he 
waved his sugar-loaf hat to an old friend at 
the door and passed out the whole show was 
ended.

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BOARD OF EQUALIZATION HAD 
SOME EXPERT KNOWLEDGE. 


DIDN'T ACCEPT AFFIDAVITS. 


Assessments of All the Oompanies 
Raised Because Gen. Turner Knew 
What He Was About. 


The presence of Gen. John W. Turner on 
the St. Louis Board of Equalization costs 
the street railroads- a round sum in the 
matter of tax assessments this year. Gen. 
Turner is thoroughly familiar with street 
railroad valuations, and the result of his 
knowledge is that the railroads are as- 
sessed from $50,000 to $300,000 each In excess 
of the valuations they swore to before the 
board. 


The labors of.the board were concluded 
at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and it 
dissolved in accordance With the law. It 
had been in session four weeks hearing 
appeals of property-owners from assess- 
ments made by the District Assessors, con- 
sidering the assessment of street railroad 
properties and equalizing the assessments 
on all properties. 

Next in importance to the street railroad 
assessments, was the application of repre- 
sentatives of the Single Tax League for a 
change in the method of assessing real es- 
tate and the consideration of cases sub- 
mitted by these gentlemen in which dis- 
crimination was alleged to have been 
shown in assessing various pieces of prop- 
erty and there were 124 appeals before the 
Board. Most.of them were rejected or re- 
ferred to R. McClure, architect for the 
board, where the appeals were from assess- 
ments on buildings. 

The Single Tax League was represented 
before the board by J. J. McCann. His 
propositions were all rejected and if the ex- 
pressed intention of the League announced 
before the board met, is carried out it will 
a al to the courts. 

he board adopted the following in regard 
to the Single Tax League’s proposition: 


The complaints or petitions of John J. 
McCann ep to the assessments of 
the parcels of lots of real estate and 
other property described and referred to 
in said complaints or petitions, and the 
exhibits thereto, and asking the board to 
renew and adjust such assessments, 
came on this day for hearing and con- 
sideration by said board. And the board, 
having heard and considered said com- 
plaints or petitions and such assessments 
and said request to have readjustment 
of such assessments, and being ‘now 
fully advised of and concerning the same, 
doth order and adjudge that the prayer 
of such complaints or petitions be de- 
nied, and that the assessments of said 
property be and remain as they now 
are, and that the same being right 
pres and legal, they be not readjusted 

y this board. 


The street railways were modest in esti- 
mating the value of their holdings in the 
sworn returns made to the Board by their 
officers. Their returns on real estate and 
power plants were found to be about cor- 
rect. The estimates on the value of tracks, 
rolling stock and the like were all wrong. 

Gen. Turner, having served on commis- 
sions appointed by the Circuit Court to 
ascertain the fair rentals to be paid by one 
road to another for the use of its tracks, 
where two roads passed over the same 
street, was famillar with the cost of con- 
structing the tracks. He was accordingly 
in a position to aoe just how far the 
various companies had under-estimated the 
values. 

As a result the assessments were not only 
far tn excess of the estimates made by the 
companies, but were also somewhat in ex- 
cess of the assessments of last year, while 
their comparison with the assessments made 
by the board of 1895 ts especially striking. 

In 1895 the Missouri Railroad Company 
was assessed $180,000. It’s return to the 
Board this year was $388,560; the Board in- 
creased this $97,500, assessing it at $486,060. 

The St. Louis Railroad Co. was assessed 
at $245,000 in 1895. Its return this year was 
$370,180. To this the board added $157,540, 
making the assessment $528,120. 

The Cass Avenue and Fair Grounds, in- 
cluding the Northern Central and the Cit- 
izens’ Railroad companies, were assessed 
at $342,920 in 1895. For 1897 their combined 
return was $674,160, and they were essed 
$749,360 by the board, an increase of $74,-

In 1895 the People's Railroad Co. was as- 
sessed at 895.000. Its return in 1897 waa 
$117,000, increased $9,500 by the board mak- 
es | the assessment $126,500. 

he greatest increase was on the Union 

Depot ailroad tracks and cars. In 1895 
the assessment was $220,000. The compa- 
ny’s return in 1897 was $544,220. This was 
increased $348,700, making the assessment 
$892,920 


Almost as great an increase was made in 
the assessment on the Lindell and Comp- 
ton Heights companies, which was $234,500 
in 1895, increased to $576,470 in the company’s 
return for 1897. The board added $302,180 to

The Grand Avenue Railroad Co. returned 
a valuation of $85,160, which was increased 
to $100,420, or $15,260 added in the assessment 
of 1897. 

The St. Louis & Suburban was assessed 
at $62,000 in 1895. The company’s return in- 
creased the valuation to $138,310 In 1897, and 
the Board of Equalization increased this to 
$157,690, an advance of $19,380. 

The Southern Electric returned a valua- 
tion of $218,300. In 1895 it paid taxes on 
$105,000. The board assessed it at $262,800, 
an increase of $44,5 over the company’s 
estimate. 

The St. Louls & Meramac River Company 
returned a valuation of $122,180. The board 
added $25,620, making the assessment $147,- 
800 


The Jefferson Avenue Railroad aany 
tried to get off at a valuation of $78,000. 
The board increased this $14,500, making the 
assessment $92,530. 

The returns made by the companies are 
eworn to by the officers of the roads. Unt] 
the Post-Dispatch exposed the abuse of the 
street railroad assessments, early in the 
spring of '96, it was customary for the 
Boards of Equalization to place almost en- 
tire dependence upon the returns in making 
the assessments. Since the exposures, con- 
siderable care has been exercised and to the 
personal knowledge of Gen. Turner, during 
the sittings this year, was added the careful 
examination of the books of the various 
companies, and cross-examination of the 
officers of the roads. he increase in the 
assessments over the returns, reaching in 
two instances over 300,000, shows the wis- 
dom of the new procedure,

ment this year was $10,000 per mile, with 
some of the assessments based on a valua- 
tion of $12,000 per mile.

If the city of St. Louis expects to have its 
electric lighting done as cheaply as under 
the existing contract it ms@g: have to erect 
its own plant. 

The refusal of the electric light companies 
of the country to bid on a twenty-year con- 
tract for lighting the city of Sf. Louis was 
attributed to prohibitive specifications. That 
is only a surface explanation as develop- 
ments will show. 

It is well understood, publicly charged, 
and the statement has gone unchallenged, 


that the specifications were drawn by an 
attorney for one of the big local companies, 

Why, then, were they made prohibitive. 

Investigating the local situation last 
week was an agent for one of the big East- 
ern electrical companies. In conversation 
with a formér member of the City Council, 
who was deeply interested in electric light- 
ing affairs, he let fall a few things that 
throw new light on the situation. 

He knew that 'no bids would be submitted 
for the city contract. He knew that the 
specifications were prohibitive and that 
they had been made so for a purpose. 

“Tne situation has revealed,’’ he said, 
“that the companies are not so far away 
from each other as their talk would in- 
dicate. They are all playing for delay. 

“What is the outcome. A gigantic con- 

soOlidation. It is as plain as the mose on 
your face to an insider. The local companies 
and their officers may see the dangerous 
effect on public sentiment sure to come out 
of the formation of a trust. But they can’t 
help themselves. The strings are being 
pulled in the Bast. 
‘You have here the Laclede, Missouri, 
Municipal and Edison companies, which are 
practically ome corporation. They are the 
creatures of the General Electrical Co. 
Serinst them you have only the St. Louis 
E ectric Light and Power Co. and the new 
Citizens’ Light and Power Co. The *>rmer 
is owned by the Western Electrical Co. 
The latter existgs.only on paper. It hasn't 
yet proclaimed its allegiance to either of 
the parent companies in the national elec- 
trical trust. But it: has to line up with 
either of them. It can’t get machinery or 
supplies unless it does. 

The two big companies are not fighting 
each other, and they are not going to let 
their puppets chew each other’s heads off. 

The St. Louis company already knows it 
will be forced into a combination. The Citi- 
zens company may not see the finish, but 
it will shortly. They realize now that they 
were prevented from bidding on the con- 
tract, and so practically lost their excuse 
for existence, If they want to get into busi- 
ness they will have to come into the fold. 

When the combine is effected the trust 
will take the tontract at its own terms and 
the profits will be divided.” 

The man who did the talking knows 
whereof he spoke and present conditions 
lend color to his statements. 

The only question that remains is whether 
the city will submit to the trust’s gouging. 

The Edison Illuminating Company which 
now holds the city lighting contract and 
fulfills it at its own sweet will, has always 
maintained that it could not make money 
at the present contract ary per lamp. 
The only one excuse for their plea and the 
one which they did not advance was that 
they had burdened themselves with 
enormous fixed changes through gigantic 
stock and bond issues for the absorption of 
rival companies. 

A combination of.the existing companies 
would result in the creation of similar obli- 
geen far in excess of those now grinding 

own the Edison yon 
The new electric lighting contracts could 
not be taken under the present terms. And 
this in face of the fact that electrical ma- 
chinery to-day is one-third cheaper and 
fifty per cent more efficient than it was 
when the existing contract was figured on. 
The chief objection to a municipal plant 
is the lack of revenue. If St. Louts did 
decide to go into the business of making 
its own electric light, it might have trouble 
in getting the proper equipment. 

President McMath of the board made the 
strange announvement yesterday that the 


St. Louis. “It is no use,”” he said. “We 
advertised outside on this one and no for- 
eign companies bid.” 

Representatives of the local companies 
have been invited to a conference with the 
board at 11 o’clock Monday, at which they 
are expected to state their exceptions to 
the present specifications. 

President McMath says if it can be done 
without jeopardizing the interests of the 
city, the specifications will be altered to 
meet their views. 

If they demand too much the board will 
attempt to devise some financial scheme by 
which the city can do its own lighting.

STILL CREEPING UP. 


The River Gauge Showed 29 Feet at 
Midnight. 

The Mississippi was still rising last night. 
At midnight the gauge registered 29 
feet, it having climbed .4 of an inch since 
7 o’clock in the morning. 

The water is expected to go a trifle 
thigher, but will hardly reach the danger 
point at this time unless heavy rainfalls 
follow. The Missouri is still booming, Wut 
the Osage, Gasconade and other tributaries 
are falling and thus relieving the pressure. 

There is no heavy rain in sight, but 


the Weather Bureau is a little at. sea. 

East St. a4ouis is naturally more worried 
than this city. A rise of three and a half 
feet festerday would have inundated the 
town. The situation is causing more or 
less apprehension, and yet both Mayor Ba- 
der and Supt. Horner of the Water-works 
argue that there is no immediate necessity 
for alarm. 

Cahokia Creek reached a stage of 29.3 
above low water mark at 6 p. m. yesterday, 
but the rise was caused by local raing. Supt. 
Horner said he had been warned of a sud- 
den rise in the Missouri river at St. Joe at 
noon. 

“The big rise will not get here for a 
week,”’ said Mr. Horner last night, ‘“‘and I 
am still confident that we will pull through 
without serious results locally.’ 

Mayor Bader has provided 6,000 nny 
sacks of dirt to be placed along the banks 
of Cahokia Creek at the first sign of dan- 
ger. A local firm has promised to furnish 
the city 10,000 sacks a day for an indefinite 
period in case of necessity. The Vandalia 
and Louisville and Nashville roads have ar- 
ranged to raise their tracks fully two feet, 
and these precautionary measures tend to 
relieve the depression caused by the con- 
tinued threats of a flood in East St. Louis. 

Cahokia Creek lacks three inches of the 
stage of the water last Sunday, when it 
was 29.6, and Supt. Horner insists that not a 
step should be taken to stem the flood until 
it reaches 33 feet above low water mark. 
The water is not vet running over the low- 
lands north of of the National Stock Yards, 
the lowest point in the city limits.

Mrs. Belle Castleman Carroll Talks 
About the Tennessee Centennial. 


Mrs. Belle Castlemay- Carroll, Commiis- 
sioner for Missouri to the Tennessee Cen- 
tennial, returned yesterday from Washing- 


ton City, where she went to see Mr. Mce- 
Kinley in regard to the Exposition. 

“I stopped in Kentucky,” said Mrs. Car- 
roll, ‘“‘and saw Gov. and Mrs. Bradley. I 
was ashamed for Missourl when I saw the 
interest that was being taken in Kentucky 
in the Tennessee Centennial. I am a Ken- 
tuckian by birth, but I want my adopted 
State to equal in liberality and magnanimity 
the commonwealth in which I was born. 
I was put to shame by my old friends. They 
wanted to know if crossing the river had} 
60 vitiated the blood that the Kentuckians 
living in Missouri could not influence the 
Legislature to at least provide for the trav- 
eling expenses of a public representative. 

‘Tl have not lost hope. St. Louis, I think, 
will do something to preserve the credit of 
the State. The city should be adequately 
represented. It will cost something, but it 
will be a good investment independent of 
the noble sentiments involved. The States 
should deal kindly and liberally with each 
other. Union is the fundamental principle 
of this nation’s strength, and without an 
interchange of courtesies union cannot en- 
dure. I shall be at 1000 North Grand ave- 
nue for several days and hope to hear that 
something is to be done before another 
week has passed.”’

CHARGES AGAINST THE WM. A. 
ORR SHOE CO. DIRECTORS. 


A RECEIVER APPLIED’ FOR.

In the Face of a $50,000 Deficit They 


Raised Their Own Pay 
$9,000. 


Five years ago the William A. Orr Shoe 
Company was incorporated with a capita! 
stock of $250,000. After existence of five 
years, it practically gave up the ghost. No 
assignment was made, but the company 
gave up its magnificent quarters at 814-816 
Washington avenue. The Versteeg-Grant 
Shoe Company and its tottering affairs were 
directed from 7 office in the rear of 
its former cuarte#s. 4 

Saturday Stockholders Louls E. Rozier 
and John S. Wilkens filed a sensational ap- 
plication for a receiver. 

Their petition, filed by Attorneys John H. 
Boogher and Perry Post Taylor, contains 
grave charges. 

The most serious is contained in an ex- 
tract from the record of the directors’ 
meeting of October 5, 1896. It discloses a 
$9,000 salary grab at a time when the com- 
pany was on the verge of financial col- 
lapse. 

The plaintiffs to the suit are Wm. A. Orr, 
Isaac A. Orr, Edward 8S. Orr, H. J. Tette- 
mer, C. H. Smith and J. C. Finegan. These 
are the directors who participated in the 
meeting at which the salary grab was per- 
petrated. Young Mr. De Courcey Lindsley, 
the other director, who did not attend the 
meeting or ratify its proceedings, was not 
made a party to the suit. 

The, petition was reviewed by Judge Talty 
Saturday. Attorneys Isaac Orr and Charles 
W. Bates appeared for the defendants. They 
admitted such of the allegations as were 
taken from the books of the company. Judge 
Talt ruled that the defendant directors 
could have until Thursday to show cause 
why a receiver should not be appointed. It 
is probable no resistence will be offered. 
The proceedings after that were more 
highly interesting. 

The Wm. A. Orr-Shoe Co. was organized 
to succeed Orr & Lindley Shoe Co., which 
was one of the city’s oldest wholesale firms. 
The original stockholders were Wm. A. Orr, 
J. D. Atkins, John 8S. Williams, D. B. Lind- 
ley, E. S. Orr, John H,. Spam, Adolph T. and 
Louis E. Rozier, Walter Grear, John G. 
Kain, Charles L. Woodruff, Charles M. 
Wooll, H. J. Lettemer, G. H. Moll. 

The Orrs were sons of the proprietor of 
the old firm. Dr. Lindsley and Mr. Spam 
were of the old corapany: Things 
smoothly until Dr. indsley’s 
895. After that the firm’s troubles com- 
menced. C. . 
pany had failed disastrously, bought stock 
in the William A. Orr Company in his 
wife’s name. He held one share himself. 
Mr. J. C. Finegan also secured 208 shares 
of stock. The holdings of Mr. Spam and 
Dr. Lindsley passed to their heirs. 

The complafnisl stockholders say that 
about this time Mr. Orr, through his fam- 
ilv relationship with some and combinations 
with others of the stockholders, obtained 
control of the company, and named its offi- 
cers and directors. After that it would ap- 
pear from the petition irregularities and 
mismanagement set in. 

The first chargé that President William 
A. Orr subscribed for 400 shares of stock 
which he has not hs paid for. He had a 
certificate for 150 of these shares of the face 
value of $15,000, issued to him and voted on 
the stock. No certificate exists for the re- 
maining 250 shares. 

The next charge is that in September, 1896, 
though the company was far from prosper- 
ous, the books showed that Vice-President 
Cc. H. Smith had overdrawn $1,491.36 and 
Secretary Finegan, $300. Pregident Orr was 
also debited with $2,300 drawn against his 
indorsement of several notes used at the 
banks to raise money. 

Messrs. Rozier and Wilkins sent their at- 
torneys to the offices and protested against 
the overdrafts. This precipitated confusion 
along the line judging from the narrative 
of the petition. 

On Oct. 6, 188%, which was several days 
after the protest, the defendant directors 
met and passed the following resolution:

In the previous life of the corporation the 
salaries of the President or Vice-President 
had never eneeees mig or those. of Sec- 
retary or Superintendent . 

The next thing was that President Orr 
turned in his certificate for 150 shares of 
stock and had himself credited for $15,000. 
This places the company in Mr. Orr’s debt. 

When the little salary affair came to the 
stockholders’ knowledge, they asked for a 
financial statement. It came in a few days 
and showed that the company had lost $49,- 
667.14 during the period for which the direct- 
ors had voted themselves $9,000 in increased 
salaries. 

The complaining stockholders go further 
and say that at the time the directors were 
preparing to go out of business, as they 
made no attempts to lay in stock, In ask- 
ing for a receiver they allege that the net 
worth of the company when it went out of 
active business was $70,000, but that in the 
last five months this valuation has shrunk

AMONG DEMOCRATS, POPULISTS 
AND SILVER REPUBLICANS. 


INACTIVE POLICY ADOPTED. 


Bailey Had His Way Against Those 


Who Advocated Antago- 
nistic Tactics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aprtl 10.—The 4if- 
ferences of dpinion among the Dernocratic 
members of the House upon the policy to 
be pursued by the minority, which cropped 
out during the debate in the short session 
held to-day, induced the Deenocrats to hold 
n caucus immediately after the House ad- 
journed to take their bearings. The call 
for a caucus came from the faction which 
had opposed the candidacy of Mr. Balley 
of Texas for the Speakership, and it was 
supported by many of the new members as 
well as the older ones, who had not antag- 
onized Mr. Bailey's leadership. It resulted, 
however, in the adoption of a resolution 
which was offered by Mr. Bailey, which em- 
bodied the policy voiced by him in his 
apeech in the Democratic caucus at the 
beginning of the session and reiterated sev- 
eral tines in the House. 

The conference consumed four hours of 
the afternoon, many Democratic members 
taking part in the d'scussion, which roamed 
over the whole field of party policy. Mr. 
Richardson of Tennessee presided. Mr. 
Holman, the Chairman of the caucus, be- 


ing absent. There were about seventy mem- 
bers present. 

Mr. Bailey made the first move by offer- 
ing a resolution, which in substance, fol- 
lows: 

‘Resolved, that the Democratic members 
of the House of Representatives are willing 
to censider any legislation which the Re- 

ublicans may propose, to support it if it 
s good, to oppose it if it is bad. But, be- 
lieving that most of the measures proposed 
by the Republicans are opposed to the best 
interests of the country they will not urge 
the Republicans to take action.”’ 

A substitute for this resolution was pro- 
posed by Mr. Handy of Delaware, declaring 
the Democrats to be opposed to the Re- 
ae policy of inaction and pledging 
hem to use every parliamentary means in 
their power to force the Republicans to or. 
ganize the committees of the House and 
proceed with legislation. 

The alley resolution was adopted by a 
vote of about two to one. 

Then Mr. DeArmond of Missouri offered 
@ second resolution declaring that the Dem- 
ocrats did not tIndorse the Republican 
me of House sessions every third 


ay. 

The DeArmond resolution was adopted 
nlso by a small majority, many having left 
the caucus when the vote was taken. 

Mr. Bailey made a long speech in elabo- 
ration of the views which he had presented 
in the House. His position was supported 
by Messrs. Williams, Mississippi; entz, 
Ohio; Swanson, Virginia; Simms, Tennes- 
fee; Ba ers, Texas; Fleming, Georgia; Car- 
mack, Tennessee and others. 

Most of the + Aw err re was done by 
those who opposed the Balley resolution.

The opponents of the Balley resolution 
contended the minority should take advan- 
tage of every opportunity to criticise and 
antagonize the policy of the majority.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—Commis. 
sioner of Pensions H. Clay Evans is au- 
thority for the statement that President 
McKinley will revoke the order of the last 
administration abolishing nine of the 
eighteen pension agencies in the United 
States.

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WAXIMILLIAN'S 
DEMENTED WIDOW. 


TO BE TAKEN TO MEXICO TO RE- 
STORE HER INTELLECT. 


‘Ex-Empress Carlotta’s Sad and Event- 
ful History Is Vividly 
Recalled.

CITY OF MEXICO, April 10.—Ex-Empress 
Carlotta, it is said, is to be brought to this 
city in the hope that the visit will restore 
her mind. Prince Kevenhuller of Austria 
4s said to have delicately sounded the Gov- 
‘ernment as to whether her proposed visit 
) would inconvenience the Government, and 
that the reply was that it would not. Of 
course, if the ex-Empress comes she will 
still be under the delusion .that she fs Em- 
press of Mexico. It would be necessary to 
indulge her in these fancies, 

Perhaps the royal coach which lies tar- 
nished and covered with dust in the National 
/ Museum, the old familiar scenes at Chapul-' 
tepec, and elsewhere may t&ke the unhappy 
woman back to tne hour when she parted 
from the Emperor on the hopeless mission 
to obtain the assistance of Louis Napoleon 
or the intercession of the Pope of Rome. 
These are purely speculations, but the 
Mexicar people who bear Carlotta no ill 
will, and who know that Republicanism is 
too firmly planted In the hearts of the 
people to ever oe endangered by the glamor 
of royalty from any source, will hope that ft 
all may be true. Ex-Empress Carlotta lost 
her reason when her husband, Maximillian, 
was deserted by his French allies. 

Carlotta is an old woman now, past 57. 
She came to Mexico thirty years ago, 4 
bride of only a few years, and an Empress, 
and those who remember her well, say, & 
woman of queenly grace. Less than three 
years later she was a crownless widow in 
exile and insane. Of late her condition has 
been improving. The physicians are of the 
opinion that if permitted to revisit the 
scenes of other days the associations might 
gather together broken threads of her cloud- 
ed mind and the darkness which has reigned 
for so many years might be dispelled.

Powderly’s Rumored Appointment as 
Immigration Commissioner Rouses 
Indignation of Labor Leaders.

A crowd ‘had collected on the bank and 
several men ran to the water’s edge when 
the boat touched shore. There was a 
hasty consultation, and then a lusty water 
front man, named John Deryan, took the 
smaller of the children in his arms, the one 
that was unconscious, and started with 
her on the run up the railroad track. Car- 
rie was wrapped in several coats and held 
in the lap of a man who stepped into the 
skiff, and Brandle and Stotler pulled back 
to the shanty-boat. On the way, as on the 
down trip. they kept a sharp watch for the 
mother, but the body was not seen, nor has 
it been recovered. 

The cnildrer were taken to Brandle’s 
shanty-boat and there Mrs. Brandle, aided 
by some women from thé neighborhood, did 
what they could to resuscitate the younger. 
Their efforts were successful, and within 
fifteen minutes little Hulda opened her 
eyes, murmured “‘“‘Mamma,”’ then nestled 
up to Mrs. Brandle’'s bosom and went to 
sleep. 


The news of the tragedy had been noised 
abroad; it was telephoned around; physi- 
clans and police arrived and finally there 
came an. ambulance. The children were 
removed to the Dispensary, where they 
were wrapped in flannel and then they 
were taken to the City Hospital, where 
each was given a cot. Neither child spoke 
a word. he younger slept most of the 
time, and the elder stared and stared at 
her novel surroundings. 


A neighbor met: Arthur Vogel on the 
street at noon yesterday and told him of 
the tragedy. He threw up both arms, tot- 
tered, then fell against a wall. It was sev- 
eral minutes before he regained control of 
himself; then, accompanied by his friend, 
he ran to the ferry wharf. There he was 
told, his children had been taken to the 
hospital, so retracing his steps he boarded 
a car and came up to the city. 

At the City Hospital the father wag taken 
to the ward where his children lay. When 
he saw Carrie's mass of yellow hair spread 
on a pillow he cried out: 

With the same vacancy of expression she 
had borne since lifted from the water, she 
held out her puny arms. 

Voge! went on his knees at.her bedside. 
She threw her arms around his neck and 
pressed her baby face close to his cheek. 

“Speak to me! Say papa! Say anything!” 
he called out in German, and as she re- 
mained silent he continued in the same 
wild tone. “You are going to die, too. I 
see it. I know it. Your face tells me.”’ 

Then he remembered the baby. ‘‘Where’s 
Hulda?’ he demanded of a nurse. At the 
same moment his eye fell on the wee mite 
sleeping in the adjoining cot. He crawled 
on his knees to her side. But he soon re- 
turned to Carrie. She looked mournfully 
into his face. 

All the time Vogel had been acting like 
a wild man, in turn praying and blasphem- 
ing. Once more the child's’ slight form 
was crushed in hisarms. The nurse thought 
he Would smother the girl. She called a 

hysician and the father’s grasp was re- 
eased. 

Finally Vogel said: ‘‘Where is mamma?” 

‘In the hole,”’ Carrie answered. 

More questions were put, but received no 
answer. 

Vogel then became even more boisterous. 
He seemed possessed of the idea that there 
was a conspiracy to defraud him of his 
children, and he demanded their instant re- 
moval. 

Finally he was led to Dr. Sutter’s office 
and there he gave a disconnected story of 
events preceding the suicide, which was 
substantially as follows: 

‘“‘All the trouble grew out of the refusal 
of my wife’s mother, Mrs. Caroline Sperry, 
of 2700 North Grand avenue, to render finan- 
cial aid to her children.

When the 
middle ear becomes diseased the disease 
often extends along these channels and into 
this cavity, where an abscess forms and the 
disease is called mastoiditis, 


The Ear and the Brain, 

Any disease that attacks the middle ear 
or mastoid cavity is very grave and danger- 
ous, because these parts are situated s0 
close to the brain. Inflammation in these 
structures is Hable to extend to the brain, 
and every year disease set up in the middle 
ear causes the death of 30,000 people in the 


United States alone. So serious is disease 
of the middle ear considered, ,on account of 
the nearness of parts of the brain, that life 
insurance companies refuse to insure those 
persons so afflicted. 

It was such a disease that destroyed the 
life of the late Roscoe Conkling, and the 
present Emperor of Germany’s erratic and 
peculiar actions at times are attributed to 
a chronic disease of*the middle ear from 
which he suffers. 


What Constitutes the Ear. 


While every one knows that situated in- 
side of the head is the organ of ged 
few understand what this structure is really 
like that grasps the sounds of nature and 
holds these expressions of life and action 
in its embrace until there is molded on 
the substance of the brain an exact copy 
of the sound as is molded the mass of 
putty to the inner surface of the hand 
which grasps it firmly. This fixing of sound 
upon the brain is called hearing. The vari- 
ous parts taken together which grasp, re- 
peat and hold the sound are called the ear.

This is called the eustachian tube, and it 
carries air into the deepest recesses of the 
ear.

| sound can be heard. -The ear needs air to 


convey the sound to the parts which im- 
prison it and repeat it to the brain, the 
same as electricity requires a wire upon 
which to travel when it is sent in the form 
of a message. 

Eye and Ear Compared. 


The eye Is but a looking-glass, with a 
cable composed of nerves passing out of its 
back surface and reaching into the brain. 
The mirror of the. eye takes up pictures of 
the objects that are presented to it} and, 
molding this picture on the nérves, the 
sense of sight is made manifest through 
the brain. The eye cannot mold gbjects, 
except by the aid of light. The ear, con- 
sisting as it does, of tues and sounding 
boards, cannot fix and hold sounds except 
when these tubes are free and contain air. 
As we have seen, air only enters a sound 
ear through a tube that passes from the 
throat up behind the ear drum. Oh, wise 
provision of nature, thus to have the air 
that goes to the ear, that most delicate of 
all human organs, come from a point where 
no dust or dirt ees | enter with it, and 
where the air has already been heated so 
that the internal ear only receives warm 
air. The ear is usually deranged by cold 
in any form, and the ear drum shuts off ail 
cold air from without.

RAVAGES BY THE FLOOD ESTI- 
MATED AT $50,000,000. 


ST. LOUIS FACTORS’ VIEWS. 


Prices Should Go Skyward, but Are 
Kept Down by the New 
York Exchange. 


St. Louis factors say enormous damage 
has been done to cotton-planting interests 
in the South as a result of the flood in Ar- 
kaneas, Mississippi, Louisiana and a portion 
of Southeastern Missouri. It is estimated 
on a conservative basis that the inundated 
territory along the Mississippi River pro- 
duces an annual average of 1,500,000 bales 
of the highest grade cotton. A bale is worth 
$35 in St. Louis to-day and from this but a 
brief calculation is necessary to form an 
idea as to the value of the crop in the 
flooded district. From present indications 
the average output will be materially de- 
creased by the ravages of waters; in fact, 
in many localities it is doubtful if any crop 
at all will be raised, while in others there 
will be a gickly yield. 


Opinions differ as to the right time for 
planting cotton, but it is agreed by St. 
Louls facters that the best planting season 
is between the first of April and the first of 
May, the time varying somewhat with re- 
spect to location. In the far South the sea- 
son is of course earlier than it is farther 
north. At the present time the best part of 
the cotton country is under water and there 
is but little prospect for the land to be put 
in shape for planting in time for the crop 
of 1897. Even if a crop is planted, expert 
authorities declare the yield will be far 
below the average, because the ground will 
be too wet to secure a good stand. In cotton 
planting language, a “good stand’’ means 
that there must be no barren spots in the 
field after the seed has had time to shoot 
through the ground. 


It is expected the outlook for a short crop 
will sénd prices skyward, but such a turn 
has not yet been taken, although the great 
Southern staple is‘ now exhibiting arn up- 
ward tendency. Local cotton merchants 
say that the New York Exchange has 
much to do with keeping prices down by 
announcing that there is yet plenty of time 
for the planting of the ‘97 crop, and that 
the flood will not materially interfere with 
the average annual yield. 


While the loss of life and .the. suffering 
of dwellers in the flooded district is the 
paramount issue at this time, the fact 
remains that the damage to the cotton in- 
teresta is one of the most lamentable feat- 


ures of thé flood, and up to this time there | 


hes been but little opportuntty. to. think 
of it, eo urgent has been the scramble for 


“personal safety among the inhabitants of 


the tll-fated region. The country. that is 
now under water is said by competent 
authority to be the best cotton producing 
district in the world, both as to volume of 
output and quality of the product. No 
cotton brings a better price than that from 
the territory along the Mississippi River, 
ana the quality is unequaled except by 
the Sea Island grade. 

Probably no man in 8t. Louls has a 
more accurate knowledge of the cotton 
business than Jerome Hill of the Jerome 
Hijl Cotton Co, Relative to the eituation 
Mr. Hill says: 

“The flood damage has been irreparable, 
but to what extent it will cut off the crop 
no man can exactly tell. It all depends 
upon the recuperative power of the pro- 
ducers and the time the water will leave 
the flooded districts. It is the most serious 
overfiow we have had for twenty years.” 

When asked what effect the flood will 
have upon the value of cotton, Mr. Hill 
said: “Il regret to say that that depends en- 
tirely upon the interests of the New York 
and New Orleans cotton exchanges, who 
from appearances, are manipulating in favor 
of Buropean consumers and against the in- 
terests of American producers. The proof of 
this was never so evident as from the values 
of spot and contract cotton to-day in the 
American markets. New York is quoting 
the current month, April, at 7.06 for middling 
uplands, while spots at the same time are 
quoted at 7.43% for middling uplands. So 
you see that the contract market, with its 
fraudulent contract of basis middling, is 
actually $2 per bale less than the same cot- 
ton in the warehouse in New York, and it is 
as low as at any point in the Southern 
States. Yet, it takes fully $2.50 per bale to 
place cotton in New York and deliver it on 
contracts. No such commercial wrong has 
ever been permitted in any country save the 
United States, 

“The statistical position of cotton is very 
strong. The overfiow is simply a national 
calamity, because of its damage to the cot- 
ton planting interests. Planting is from 
three to four weeks late, throughout the 
Southern States. Values are held down by 
the New York manipulators. If the con- 
tracts of New York and New Orleans were 
changed to-morrow, to an average mid- 
dling, nothing below middling clause, in- 
stead of a basis middling, cotton should be 
selling for 9 cents. The best informed men 
believe that it is worth that to-day on its 
merits.” 

Mr. Hill recently returned from a trip 
through Arkansas, and with his many years’ 
experience in the cotton business, he is em- 
inently qualified to give out reliable in- 
formation on the subject. 

J. H. Allen, of the Allen-West Commis. 
sion Company, dealers on an extensive scale. 
says the flood has wrought sad havoc with 
cotton prospects in the South. Mr. Alien 
was a resident of New Orleans for fifteen 
years prior to coming to St. Louls, and is 
well versed with the topography of the in- 
undated country. He has a thorough know!l- 
edge of the cotton situation, and agrees 
with Mr. Hill in saying that the present 
flood is the worst that has been known with- 
in twenty years. Mr. Allen says that in 
many parts of the cotton-producing district 
the erop should be planted now, and he 
thinks the outlook is very gloomy. As to a 
probable advance in prices, he was unabl» 
to make & prediction. “Prices ought to go 
up,” he said, “and I presume they will 
finally advance, but as yet in the Bastern 
and foreign markets, especially among peo- 
ple who are entirely ignorant as to the prac- 
joa! side of cotton growing, the opinion 
mile that there is yet plenty of time 
(de Rea to plant the . . for this year.” 

Flance into some of the places on Main 
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days of cotton growing in the Southland. 
Great bales of the fleecy white staple are to 
be geen piled up one upon the other, within 
a stone’s throw of the big Mississippi River 
wharf, with its long line of boats lying at 
anchor, Northern immigrants have 
preached diversified farming to the South- 
erners and the experiment has been tried 
considerably within the last ten years, yet 
the fact remains that cotton is still the great 
king staple of the South, and that is why the 
ravages of the flood are going to have suca 
a disastrous effect. A million’and a haif 
bales of cotton, even at the ordinary price, 
aggregates an immense sum of money— 
probably $50,000,000, and conservative esti- 
mates place the damage to cotton alone at 
about this figure, not to take into considera- 
tion other losses incident to the flood.

HIDE AND LEATHER TRADERS 
AGAINST THE PROPOSEDTARIFF. 


WILL FIGHT IT AT WASHINGTON. 


It Is Claimed That $20,000,000 Worth 
of Business Will Be Destroyed 
by the Bill.

NEW YORK, April 10.—Members of the 
hide, leather, shoe and kindred trades op- 
posed to a duty on hides and skins met to- 
day to protest against the clause of the 
Dingley bill taking hides and like articles 
from the free list, and Charles A. Schieren, 
ex-Mayor of Brooklyn, was elected perma- 
nent chairman. 

Mr. Schieren said that the trade had 
learned that it was proposed to put a duty 
of 2 cents a pound on hides and skins. If 
this were done, the export trade in leather, 
shoes, etc., would be destroyed. Since 1871, 
when hides were placed on the free list, a 
great export trade had been built up, which 
now amounts to more than $20,000,000 an- 
nually, and gives employment to 100,000 
men, all this trade would, he said, revert 
back t6é England and Germany if this gov- 
ernment placed a duty on raw material. 

Resolutions of protest were adopted, and 
seVeral severe speeches were made, in which 
it was charged that the action of Congress 
was caused by a desire to buy Western 


of the East. A committee to go to Wash- 
ington was then named. 

A meeting will be held of the combined 
trades, which will be affected by this pro- 
posed tax, at the Arlington House, Wash- 
ington, on Wednesday. ‘It is hoped to win 
over Senators from the South,” said Mr.

Three men were arrested, among them 


A. C. Garland, who is charged with be- 
ing the general manager of the concern. 
This action results from the Dean sensa- 
tion of a few days ago.

It was said that another raid 
or two would cause all the alleged bucker 
shops to close their doors. | 

The open board of brokers was founded 
over twenty-five years ago by Louis: Cadd, 
under the title it bears now, and originally 
had its offices at No. 16 Broad street. Cadd 
is said to have made $2,000,000 in the con- 
cern, but according'to the present firm he 
retired from active interest in the man- 
agement. Cadd was raided once on a 
charge of running a bucket shop, but was 
acquitted. He failed once, but paid 100 
cents on the dollar. 

The Stock Exchange is investigating the 
close business relations which are said to 
have existed between the E. 8. Dean Co. 
and Theodore W. Myers & Co. The head 
of the latter firm is an ex-Comptroller of 
New York City and stands high in financial 
circles. The investigation is being made 
secretly and it is said to be at the request 
of Mr. Myers. 

The Grand-jury also has the Dean matter 
in hand, and it is alleged that not only all 
of the doubtful firms, but many supposedly 
strong houses in the gambling district may 
be involved in criminal cases. 

The Stock Exchange and the Consoll- 
dated Exchange have taken steps to punish 
any member who became interested in pool 
gambling of any kind. The Post-office De- 
partment to-day struck a blow at the 
“Blind Pool” syndicates by issuing fraud 
orders against these firms in Lower Broad- 
way and Wall street: Jacob Lemberg.

SAVINGS IN GOOD ROADS. 


Figures and Comparisons Which Put 
Up a Strong Argument. 


A member of the faculty of the Indiana 
University, who has madé a study of the 
good roads question, asserts that the year- 
ly loss to the farmers in the United States 


from bad roads is about $600,000,000,. equiv- 
alent to $1 an acre annually. ’ Capital'zed 
at 5 per cent, this amount, if saved, would 
increase the value of farm lands,.$2 an acre, 
or a total increase of $12,000,000,000. As the 
total value of all the farms is about $26,- 
000,000,000, this would be wn increase of al- 
most 5 per cent in their value. As the 
total annual vaiue of farm products is. only 
$2,600,000,000, one-fourth of.its value is lost 
through bad roads. | 
Compar'tsons have shown that*an English 
horse does twice the work of an American 
horse, and the French horse three times 
the work; not because they are better 
horses, but because they travel over better 
roads. And yet in the face of these figures 
there are farmers who will oppose anything 
which will tend to better the highways.

TENANTS HABITUALLY DEMAND 
$50 HOUSES FOR $25. 


A COMPARISON OF RENTALS. 


el 


The Real Estate Banquet to Be Held 
Monday Night—Important Street 
Improvements—General News. 


The busy season among the house renters 
has opened up and is in full blast. All of 
the real estate-men are as busy as possible 
trying to supply the demands made on them 
for %% houses with all modern appliances 
and improvements at $20 and $2. 

The average renter is a peculiar character, 
He. or rather she—for it is always the ladies 
of the family that must be pleased—wants 
@ house entirely remodeled before she will 
take it. Some of these demands are met by 
the agents and owners, and some are not. 
Many of the demands for improvements are 
unjust. Thus, for instance, it has become 
common usage for a new tenant to insist on 
the repapering of a house throughout, re- 
gardiess of the fact that it may have been 
papered for the previous tenant but three 
menths before. 

Such demands cannot be met, for the en- 
tire profit on rénting a house is thus eaten 
up. The papering of a house alone will 
cost from $35 to $75, and in case it is a $25 
house, three, four or five months’ rent is 
used up. The estimate of real estate men 
is that to pay even a meager profit to an 
owner the income from rentals should be 
at least 10 per cent gross on the investment. 
Out of this repairs, taxes, street iImprove- 
ments, sprinkling, insurance, etc., must be 
paid and the owner in the end its left with 
an exceedingly small profit. Prospective 
tenants know nothing of this and care less 
and their demands for new houses at the 
price of old houses goes on apace. 


House rents in St. Louis are exceedingly 
reasonable. No city in the country can or 
does make such low prices to tenants. Why 
this is, is not apparent, but it is true. This 
condition has done much to build up the 
population of the city. 

Expensive houses are not to be had in Bt. 
Lou.s for love or money. The renter who 
wants a house for which he is willing to 
pay $125 or $150 per month cannot be ac- 
commodated once in a hundred times. A 
house renting at that figure would have to 
cost about $20,000 to build and the people 
who build them always live in them. There 
are hundreds of such houses in St. Louis, 
which is famous for its residence archi- 
tecture, but they are not for rent. 

The most expensive houses to be had are 
rented at $50 to $80 a month. These houses 
are almost entirely in the West End. There 
are some of them in the South and North 
ends, but there is a difference in the rentals. 
The West End houses rule considerably 
higher in price. 


The custom has grown up in St. Louis to 
move about May 1 or soon after and there 
are more houses rented from April 15 to 
June 1, than during all of the other months 
in the year put together. Just at present 
the demand is for houses and flats in the 
West End. Phis demand comes iargely 
from people who live north of Market street 
and south of Cass avenue. South of Market 
street is considered as the “South End,” 
and north of Cass or Easton is the “North 
End."' The two last named sections have 
also their “West Ends," and when their 
habitual residents want to move they try 
to move into other houses in their own 
sections, ecg | tet to get into 
their respective “‘West Ends.”

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Twelfth, Lindell, Cass and Jefferson to 
Be Reconstructed. 


The great existing necessity for a vast 
amount of street-mmaking in St. Loulg was 
never more forcibly brought to the attention 


of the public than during the recent ti- 
cal campaign. The three party platforms 
of the opposing factions dwelt on street im- 
provements ad nauseam, and the several 
candidates individually pledged themselves 
to see that street improvements were made. 
Probably some of them ‘meant what they 
said; and possibly the majority of them used 
“street improvement’’ merely as a term 
without significance to deceive the peopse: 

The successful party was particularly loud 
in the protestation of intention to improve 
all of the streets in the city. Whether the 

romise will be even partly kept remains to 

e seen. 

The urgency of the situation has been 
more apparent during the past six weeks 
than at any other time for six months. 
Rains have been continuous and the streets 
that are not improved,. or that are only 

artly so, with macadam or telford, have 
oe A like country dirt roads, Throughout 
the West Pnd, and even east of Grand ave- 
nue, streets are practically impassable, and 
will remain so until the summer's suns dry 
them up. Then, like the leaking roof of the 
fiddler famed by the “Arkansaw Traveler, 
there will be no necessity for repairs. 

Much of the cause for delay in street 
making is with property-owners them- 
selves. Not one street in a hundred is éver 
improved with the consent of all proper - 
owners. In many cases 100 per cent of the 
property-owners, whose holdings would be 
greatly enhanced by good streets, protest 
vigorously against them. Improvements are 
fought before the Board of blic Improve- 
ments, before the House of Delegates, and 
anywhere and everywhere possible by the 
property-owners. The résult is few streets 
and bad streets and resultant injury to the 
real estate values of the city. 

In half a dozen instances recently, mo- 
tions for street improvements have been 
killed by the fact that the streets passed 
through or by city real estate. The city 
has no money to pay for making streets in 
front of its holdings, hence the motions 
were killed. 

In a short time a large number of street, 
improvements will be brough_to the atten- 
tion of the Board of Public Improvements 
by Street Commissioner Milner. Among 
these will be several streets on the down- 
town section, the most important of which 
is Twelfth, from Market to S. Charles. The 
desire is to reconstruct with asphalt, either 
as a surfacing or as a new street. Among 
the others the following are noted:

AN ATHEIST’S APPRECIATION OF 
THE GREAT EVANGELIST. 


IDEAS ON SOWING AND REAPING. 


Mr. Moody Advised to Read the Bible 
Less and More of Darwin 
and Spencer.

Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, known to the 
religious world as “Bob Inhgersol, the in- 
fidel,” is in Bt. Louis to deliver his famous 
lecture on “Truth.” With Col. Ingersoll 
came Mra. Ingersoll. They are registered at 
the Southern—the same hotel where Dwight 
Moody, the celebrated Pvangelist, stopped 
during his stay in St. Louis. 

Mr. Moody left the city Friday night, but 
not before he had had opportunity to look 
upon the great agnostic. The meeting oc- 
curred in the dining-room at the Southern 
Friday evening. In one sense it could hard- 


ly be called a meeting, for there was no in- 


dication of recognition. 

Mr. Moody, who preaches the Bible as an 
absolute truth, paused long enough to look 
at Col. Ingersoll, who preaches the Bible as 
@ fallacy. Not a word was uttered by 
either. This incident is interesting from the 
fact that it is the first time the two men, 
both so famous in their respective lines, 
and so opposite in belief, ever came in such 
close contact, 

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch talked 
with Col. Ingersoll in his apartments at the 
Southern Saturday morning. Attention was 
called to the interview with Mr. Moody in 
@ recent issue of the Post-Dispatch where 
the Pvangelist said he had been preaching 
the truth for thirty years and that he would 
like to know what Col. Ingersoll thought of 
his sermon on “Sowing and Reaping.” 
When asked what he thought of Mr. Moody 
and of the sermon in question, the cele- 
brated free-thinker smiled pleasantly and 
said: 

“Are you armed with a penci) and paper?” 

Paper and pencil were produced. Instead 
of dictating, Col. Ingersoll took the writing 
materials, leisurely walked across the room 
to @ desk, and commenced writing. The 
pencil was too dull, and while the Colonel 
sharpened it, he remarked: “I am now going 
to tell you what I think of Mr. Moody and 
his sermon.” 

There was no further conversation for 
over an hour. Then Col. Ingersoll handed 
the reporter a big bunch of paper. On it 
was his opinion of Mr. Moody. Col, 
Ingersoll had written the interview himself.

“Just before a man dies, God loves him—

and the angels can have no good effect. No- 
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body can be made better in heaven. This 
world is the only place where reform is 
possible. Here, surrounded by the wicked 
in the midst of temptations, in the darkness 
of ignorance, a human being may reform 
if he is fortunate enough to hear the words 
of some revival preacher, but when he goes 
before his maker—before the Trinity—he 
has no chance, God can do nothing for his 
soul except to send it to hell. 

“This shows that the power for good is 
confined to people in this world and that 
in the next world God can do nothing to 
reform his children. This is theology. This 
is what they call “Tidings of great joy.’ 

“Every orthodox creed is savage, ignor- 
ant and idiotic. 

“In the orthodox heaven there is no mercy, 
no pity. In the orthodox hell there is no 
hope, no reform. God is an eternal jailor, an 
everlasting turnkey. 

“and yet Christians now say that while 
there may be no fire in hell—no actual 
flames—yet the lost souls will feel. forever 
the tortures of conscience. 

“What will conscience trouble the people 
in hell about? They tell us that they will 
rememb their sins. 

‘Well, what about the souls in heaven? 
They committed awful sins, they made their 
fellow-men unhappy. They took the lives 
of others—sent many to eternal torment. 
Will they have no conscience? Is hell the 
only place where souls regret the evil they 
have done? Have the angels no regret, no 
remorse, no conscience? 

“Tf this be so, heaven must be somewhat 
worse than hell.

DANGER NOT YET PASSED.

Heavy Rain in the State of Missouri 
Within a Fortnight Will Cause 
an Overflow. 


— eee 


For at least two weeks there will be dan- 
ger of a flood at St. Louls should a heavy 
rainfall occur in the watersheds above this 
city. The river is now within nearly a 
foot of the danger I‘ne, the bottom lands 
are all submerged and it would not take 
much of a rise above to add enough to ths 
volume of water now flowing to make 
things quite lively here. There is enough 
water in sight to maintain the present stage 
for a fortn'ght, so the weather bureau of- 
ficiala say and during that time the effect 
of a heavy precipitation would be feit to a 
great extent. 

Speaking of the possibilities of ‘a flood 
here and the causes, Local Forecast Offic‘al 
Frankenfield said yesterday: “It is not 
generally known that it is the Missouri and 
not the Mississippi that is to be feared, but 
such is the case. No water that could 
come down the main stream from above 


would cause any. particular trouble at St. 
Louis. The immense tributary is the one; 
to be watched. At flood stage three-fourths 
of the water that passes St. Louis comes 
out of the Missouri, This was. iiustrated 
this week. One day there was a rise of 
four feet at Boonville, yet the resultant 
r'se at Herman was only a foot. But two 
days later there was a rise of nearly two 
feet at Herman which was due entirely to 
water coming out of the Gasconade and 
Osege rivers which drain the state and 
particularly the mountainous country and 
pour into the Missouri, These rivers fre. 
quently rise twelve and fifteen feet in 
twenty-four hours and they flow into the 
Missour! from the South. On the North are 
the Grand and the Pegg which also 
cause rather high water at times. 

“Therefore, those who are on the lookout 
for a flood should watch the State of Mis- 
suri for the next fortnight and not pay any 
aitent'on to the Mississippi or the territory 
above. 

“Yes, conditions are ripe for a flood 
should a heavy rain come, Not only is_the 
Mississipp! running bank full but the Mis- 
suri 's at a stage where the danger line is 
liable to be reached and passed during a 
night. All tributaries are in a similar con- 
dit'on. If heavy rains fall in the State, par- 
ticularly south of the Missouri then ook | 
out. ‘There are five streams to be watched. 
They are the Missouri, Gasconade, Osage, 
Chariton and Grand and they are named in 
order of their relative ‘mportance as caus- 
ing a flood. 

‘'Next to these streams the Des Moines 
and the Illinois rivers are tributaries that 
can make themselves greatly felt at St. 
Louis. The latter gets a lively move on at 
times and surprises people. 

“But talk about surprises,” and Mr. 
Frankenfield pulled some _ reperts toward 
him and began to read some figures, ‘‘the 
Mississippi can furnish more than any r-ver 
in the world. It is treacherous, deceitful 
and spiteful.”’ 

He said th's as if he had some grudge 
against the Father of Waters then contin- 
ued: “That river caused me more trouble 
the last week than all else connected with 
the weather bureau. On three occasions it 
was due to rise according to all calculations 
and to all precedent. But it didn’t—it fell, 
And ‘then another day, when it was due to 
fall, it rose. 

“I spoke about

this very matter last 
r of the river commission 
he had also noticed that 
fickleness, and so had hundreds of others. 
It is not so with the Missouri.. That is a 
steady old stream and can be relied upon.” 


There have been busy times at the offi-e 
of the St. Louis Weather Bureau the last 
week and Observer Frankenfileld Was been 
kept on the jump from early morning ti'l 
late at night,and his assistants have seve'ial 
times found themselves employed after 
hours. The high water caused this activity. 

The St. Louis district embraces the ter- 
ritory from Keokuk to St. Louis, the m:st 
important of the Mississippi, for between 
these points the largest tributaries emp y, 
and there are many directions from which 
the high water may come. It Is neces- 
sary for the observer to keep in touch 
with every town within this section and be 
advised of the rainfall, and in turn he 
warns them what may he expected as the 
result of news from elsewhere. 

Mr. Frankenfleld usually reaches the of- 
fices of the bureau in the Federal building 
about 7:30 o’clock, and for three hours there 
ia no more busy man in St. Louis. During 
this time he receives as many telegrams as 
reach the telegraph editor of a newspaper 
for a similar period. All these messages are 
in cipher. There are generaliy four words. 
One indicates the stage of water in feet and 
inches, another the precipitation for twen- 
tw-four hours. a third the temperature and 


table in his front office 
is a sheet that resembd.es a navigators 
chart. Upon this Mr. Frankenfleld figures 
the flood stages, and by an intricate series 
of calculations arrives at the stage of water 
which may be expected at St. Louls for, o%e, 
two or three days, and also the stages ex- 
pected at points above. This system is only 
practiced in the St. Louls office, and is said 
to have given great satisfaction. As there 
are a number of persons who have asked 
the weather observer to describe his 
method, he yesterday explained the process 
technicaliy for their benefit. He sald: 

“The system is one elaborated and per- 
fected by James A. Seddon, assistant en- 
ineer of the ‘Missour! River Commission. 
t is as follows: 

‘Ts determine the gauge relations be- 
tween any two points on the same river, 
take a piece of cross-section paper, let the 
perpendicular scale or ordinat represent 
the gauge readings at the upper station, 
and the horizontal scale or abscissas the 
lower station, The time interval between 
the two fs, of course, known. Let us as- 
sume the time to be one day. Find the 
point on the cross-section paper corre- 
eponding to the gauge reading at the upper 
station on the first day of the month, and 
that of the Tower on the second day; then 
find the point for the second day's reading 
at the upper station, and the third day at 
the lower one, and 80 on, connecting each 
two points by a line, a black line for a 
rising and a red line for a falling river. 
Let this be done each day for a year, and 
then a diagonal straight line of rise and 
fall can be drawn, se which the stages 
of the two rivers will invariably meet, ir 
there is no tributary effect between the 
two and no heavy rainfall at the lower 
@tation. 

Thies diagonal line should be a minimum 
line; that Is, one affected by the river itself 
without tributary or rainfall influence. If 
lines are drawn for a series of years, a 
mean line can be obtained which will give 
better results, With the mean line once 
obtained forecasts are made as follows: 
If the stations are one day apart, as Keo- 
kuk and Hannibal, find the point corre- 
sponding to the first day's reading at the | 
upper station, or the ordinate, and the 
second day's reading at the lower one, or 
the abscissa. Then find the ordinate cor- 
responding to the second day's reading at 
the upper station, and trace it horigontal! 
until a point on the abscissa reach 
which, if connected with the firat point 
determined will make a line parallel with 
the mean line, This point on the abscissa 
will be the reading of the gauge at tne 
lower point on the third day, or one day 
in advance. If several upper stations are 
used in turn, an accurate forecast for four 
or five days can made, unless heavy 
rains intervene. Tributary and rainfall! ef- 
fects produce a prolongation of the ap. 
scisea, and must be estimated as closely as 
meted By this system stages can ne 

oreshadowed to within one or two-tenths 
of a foot for several days tn advance.”’ 

These river stages determined, the ob- 
server wires the result to the headquarters 
at Washington, then telegraphs suc in 
along the river as should be notified o 
coming high water. If the danger line is 
going to be reached hundreds of merchants,

BULLS AND BEARS 
WERE BOTH TIMID. 


NEITHER HAD THE NERVE TO 
PUSH AN ADVANTAGE. 


WHEAT FELL AND THEN ROSE. 


The Longs Were Badly Frightened, but 
the Scare Did Not Hurt Them 
Materially. 


The wheat market last week was one of 
steadily declining values until Saturday, 
when there was a slight reaction. This was 
so not only in St. Louis, but in all of the 
leading markets of the world. For this 
decline, as heavy as it was persistent, no 
adequate reason can be given. The bot- 
tom simply dropped out, and the bulls were 
taken so by surprise that they did not-at- 
tempt to discover the causes, but simply 
turned tail and fled with the crowd, again 
verifying the old saying that ‘‘there is no 


one so bearish as a scared bull.”’ 

St. Louis tried to stem the tide, 
bearish wave was strong and she 
forced to give way. 

So great has been the scare that some of 
those who were the most persistent bulls 
when July wheat was over 80 cents, are 
now just as confident that the bottom has 
not been reached. 

Foreign markets were all weak, and in one 
day there was a decline of 4% marks in 
wheat in Berlin. Liverpoo! also showed a 
heavy decline, and the Europeans were no 
more able to assign a reason for the slump 
than the traders on this side. 

There were, of course, a number of bearish 
influences, but under ordinary circum- 
stances,\even if they were not counteracted 
by the still threatening situat’on in the Fast 
and the many crop damage reports which 
continue to be received from various lo- 
calities, they would have only produced a 
moderate decline. 

Even on Saturday, with war rumors and 
an expected bullish Government report, the 
bulls were only able to score a rally of a 
little over a cent above Friday's close. 

The Government report of a condition of 
81.4 per cent for winter wheat fs considered 
very bullish from the fact that this takes 
into consideration the whole acreage planted 
and makes no allowance for the large acre- 
age which has to be plowed up. 

The net loss for the week on May wheat 
was 2c and on July wheat it was 2%c, but 
cash wheat did not show any great weak- 
ness. 

Corn was also weak. The net loss on May 
corn for the week was seven-eighths of a 
cent and on July corn it was three-quarters 
of 2 cent.

Bradstreet's report of a ‘heavy 
world’s visible and a 3,000,- 
000 bu increase in the amount of wheat in 
arvd afloat for Europe. This was followed 
by an improvement in the crop reports and 
a general weakening of the markets abroad. 
Northwestern receipts continued ‘heavy and 
local receipts were fully up to the average. 

Farmers’ supplies abroad all reported to 
be heavier than last year at this time and 
while European imports are comparatively 
heavy only a small part are from America. 
Of the receipts of wheat at Liverpool during 
the week amounting to 1,048,000 bu, only 
316,000 bu were from America. 

The light foreign demand 
counted for by the substitution of other 
breacstuffs for wheat and partly by the 
fact that early in the season the foreign 
merchants, fearing a shortage before the 
wheat crop became available, anticipated 
their wants and contracted for large quan- 
tities of wheat for future delivery, while 
traders on this side who had sold them the 
wheat were afraid to remain short and 
carried enough actual wheat to enable them 
to fulfill their contracts. 

Much of th's wheat is now being delivered 
and curtails the foreign demand, while 
scene of it has been ordered resold, which 
tends to still further depress the market. 

Advices from Europe indicate that there 
has been no important change in the crop 
Situation and prospects for the growing 
crop are generally good. 

These things account in part for the slow- 
ness on the part of buyers to take hold, and 
the generally unsatisfactory condition of 
the market, but not wholly. At this season 
of the year errat'c markets are to be ex- 
pected and wide fluctuations looked for. 

Then again, during the present season the 
price of corn has ruled lower than it has 
for fifty-four years, while the price of 
wheat has generally been above the aver- 
age, and it was no more than natura) that 
there should have been a narrowing of this 
difference, but, on the other hand, the 
world’s stocks of wheat are very light and 
there has been a steady drain upon the 
reserves accumulated during the great 
crop years of 1892, 1893 and 1894. 

The world’s vis‘ble supply of wheat, ac- 
cording to Beerbohm, is only 117,032,000 bu, 
as compared with 153,560,000 bu a year agw. 

The world’s wheat crop last year was the 
smallest we have had since 1890, while with 
the increase in population there should be 
an increased consumption if it were nof 
for the great disparity between the pricé 
of wheat and that of other grains. 

What is probably the greatest depressing 
featare of the market, the low price o1 
corn, promises to be removed before the 
advent of the new crop, as the corn which 
was gathered in 1896, owing to the early 
frosts, was not fully matured. and in con- 
sequence a large per cent of the stocks 
now on hand is so wet that it will be im- 
possible to keep it in condition during the 
warm weather and there will consequently 
be a considerable curtailment in the avail- 
able supply before the first of July. 

Then, again, after two record-breaking 
crops in succession, we can hardly expect 
another phenomenal yield this year. 

We have had such an unusually wet sea- 
son so far that a drouth is likely to follow 
during the summer months, as experience 

roves that a dry summer invariably fol- 
ows a wet spring. 

We still continue to export about 5,000,000 
bushels of corn per week, and the European 
consumption is growing rapidly, so that 
there is likely to be no considerable falling 
off in our foreign demand for corn during 
the present season. 

Throughout the heavy. decline, there were 
comparatively few developments of a pan- 
icky nature. The bulls unloaded, and the 
bears bought only to sell again at lower 
prices. 

There was little excitement and very few 
efforts to sustain the market. Everyone 
seemed to stand from under, and there was 
one of those unaccountable slumps which 
often happen at this season of the year.

COTTON IS REMARKABLY QUIET. 


And Flood Reports Seem to Have Lit- 
tle Effect Upon That 
Staple. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 10.—The Commercial 
Advertiser gays: 

The week has brought little change in the 
essential conditions underlying the financial 
situation. In the great department of fi- 
nance, leaving the stock market out of the 
question for the time being, it is not possi- 
ble to note any important change for better 
or worse. 

The money market has weakened quite 
perceptibly, it is true, but then for some 


time past money has been so easy that it 
is splitting hairs to endeavor to establish 
much difference between period and period. 
Not even renewed borrowing on large quan-. 
tities of raw sugar imported in anticipation 
of the tariff and large quantities of tobacco 
taken out of bond, have sufficed to offset 
the offerings. The foreign exchange market 
is a shade firmer. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, that the continental exchanges are 
showing signs of movement against this 
country which may ssibly before long 
result in the export of some gold. Sterlin 
is low in Paris and Berlin. with a waa 
tendency at both places. The meaning of 
this is that London is now being drawn up- 
on by the continent and is in a position 
to draw upon us, more or less, as is only 
——— at ~ season. 

the stock market is to be taken 
legitimate criterion of sentiment. it By 
to be denied that the week has rought a 
change for the better. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, it is equally impossible to deny that 
there has been somewhat of a check to the 
improvement in business, which has 
progressed in a very satisfactory way for 
some time. The iron trade, to choose the 
most important of all, has lagged somewhat, 
owing to a feeling of unrest regarding, the 
ore situation, uncertainty as to the ulti- 
mate performance by buyers of contracts 
made earlier in the year, and a falling off 
in consumptive demands. Prices have given 
way without greatly increasing the vol- 
ume of business. It Is worth noting that in 
one or two departments of the trade there 
has been open slashing, which, in the case 
of pipes, has brought prices to the lowest 
level ever recorded. No one would consider 
this disastrous if it had brought in 
business, but it has not. 

The leather trade reports the shutting 
down of quite a number of tanneries, be- 
cause orders are not forthcoming. Prices 
show hides proportionately too fi h and 
shoes proportionately too low, so that the 
trade is not in what might be called normal 
condition. It is unfortunate that condi- 
tions should now have resulted in suspen- 
sion of work at some tanneries, as well as 
at shoe factories. 

Other industries are all @omplicated b 
tariff probabilities and contingencies, 
hence it is hard to correctly note develop- 
ments from week to week. The indications 
rather pa. however, to a languishing de- 
mand for consumption, and a tendency to 
over-production. 

Enormous borrowings on raw sugar, wool 
and tobacco have given each of these three 
staples an appearance of activity that ap- 
pears to be dying only in the case of wool. 

In broad sense, the trade reports are not 
quite as satisfactory as one could wish, 
but we may take comfort from the thought 
that the set-back is extremely light so 
far and hardly amounts to a check.

TESLA SAYS THE FORMER DID 
NOT DISCOVER THEM. 


TELEGRAPHY WITHOUT WIRES. 


Possibilities of the Future—Gotham’s 
School Children Have a Grievance 
—Gossip of the Metropolis. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 8—Nicola Tesla says 
Prof. Roentgen is not the original discoverer 
of the X ray, but that the honor belongs to 
Lennard of London. He adds that as far 
back as 1894 he found the ray himself, but 
did not recognize it. Thus it is that great- 
nes* comes and goes, if perchance the views 
of Tesla are correct. 

These rather unexpected declarations 
were made before the Academy of Science 
a few evenings ago. At the same time Tesla 
surprised his audience by demonstrating 
that the Lennard and Roentgen rays are 
one and the same, Then he announced that 
he had invented an electrical oscillator, a 
transformer, which enables him to produce 
from ordinary direct or alternating currents, 
electrigal vibrations of many millions per 
second. These vibrations will revolutionize 
lighting, he says, and ultimately bring about 
the transmission of information through 
space without wires, Other practical and 


needed things can be done with these vibra- 
tions, he declares, such as the manufacture 
of ozone and fertilizers. Further than to 
make these announcements he would not 

o, but hopes to give an exhibition of his 

iscovery soon. 

The great benefit to mankind such an in- 
vention, if ultimately practical will bring 
cannot be over-ebtimated. It will revolu- 
tionize lighting and telegraphy, as well as 
work wonders in other fields. An unfortun- 
“ate feature of the announcement, however, 
is Tesla's proneness to announce great pro- 
gress in research instead of displaying the 
completed article. In this respect he is 
weak ds compared to Edison, who usually 
comes up smiling with at least a working 
model whenever he announces a great im- 

rovement on somebody else’s invention. 

lowever, Tesla has often demonstrated that 

he is a wizard in every sense of the word, 
and with youth and almost inconceivable 
enthusiasm to support his genius, great 
things are expected of him. 

There is almost open revolt in the public 
schools of this city, as an edict has gone 
forth that the candy and cake women, who 
for years had fed the youths of New York 
must seek other fields.

For the 
first year he can bring in nothing except 
small crafts, the next year he is permitted 
to handle larger ones and then after seven 
peers of drudgery he is permitted to pilot a 
1g passenger ship.

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INDIANA LOSES 
A STATESMAN. 


EX-SENATOR DANIEL W. VOOR- 
HEES IS DEAD. 


MOURNED BY THE NATION. 


He Had Been a Power in Public Af- 
fairs, in Congress and in 
the Courts. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—Daniel 
Wolsey Voorhees, ex-United States Sena- 
tor from the State of Indiana, died at 6 
o’clock this morning at his home in this 
city, 105 Maryland avenue, Northeast. 

Mr. Voorhees’ death was caused by an 
attack of angina pectoris. The Senator's 
health was so poor during the recent po- 
litical campaign that he could not partici- 
pate in it, but after his return to Wash- 
ington in November he seemed to improve 
in health. Two weeks ago the old rheum-

leading figure in all leading debates involv- 
ing questions of finance or tariff. 

Senator Voorhees was one of the ardent 
admirers and supporters of the United 
States greenback currency, and beginning 
his Senatorial service with a most eloquent 
speech in favor of the preservation of the 
full legal tender quality to this money, he 
never abated at any time his earnest ad- 
vocacy of the greenback. 


In appearance Senator Voorhees was one 
of the most striking figureg in the Senate. 
He was familiarly known as “The Tall 
Sycamore of the Wabash,” by reason of his 
large and gg ey | proportioned figure. 
AS an orator he had few peers, command- 
ing @ magnificent vocabulary and imbuing 
his utterances with a degree of earnest- 
ness and feeling that strangely influenced 
his auditors. His legal reputation, in fact, 
was based largely on his forensic powers 
and it is an undoubted fact that success 
attended his efforts in many cases com- 
monly regarded as hopeless at most, owing 
to his ability to sway the jury by the mag- 
netic qualities of his address. 

The severe strain, physical and mental 
to which Sefator Yoorhees was subjected 
as the leader of the majority in the Senate 
during the campaign resulting In the pas- 
sage of the Sherman repeal law, perma- 
nently impaired his health. After that cam- 
paign he was obliged to retire for a long 
rest to his Indiana home, and when he re- 
turned to WaShington again it was evident 
to his friends that the splendid stock of vi- 
tality which had ways been his mos:

CHAIRMAN COOK EXPLAINS 
WHAT DEMOCRATS CAN DO. 


RIGHTS OF COMMITTEEMEN. 


Bepresentatives of the Precincts Can 
and Should Select the Exec- . 
utive Committeemen. 


—- oe eo 


On Col. Sam B. Cook, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee’s authority it 
ix declared that the 426 Precinct Commit- 
teemen in St. Louis have the right to hold 
Aa maes-meeting and organize as the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee by electing 
a chairman, secretary, treasurer and other 
necessary officers. 

Instead of the City Executive Committee 
power over the Precinct 
Committeemen, the exact reverse is true— 
the Precinct Committeemen are the direct 
representatives of the people; they should 
constitute the real City Central Committee, 
which is the controlling power in all party 
affairs. 

In other words, the City Executive Com- 
mittee is the creature of the Precinct Com- 
mitteemen, and is supposed to be only the 
central body to carry on the active work as 
designated and dictated by the Precinct 
(C‘ommitteemen. 

There is no reason why a clash should 
arise between the officers of the Executive 
(Committee and the officers of the City Cen- 
tral Committee, after the latter has been 
duly organized. But if a dispute should 
arise the Chairman of the City Central 
(‘ommittee would be supreme over the 
(‘hairman of the Executive Committee. 

This interpretation of the recent plan of 
organization of the St. Louls Democracy 
was given to a Post-Dispatch man Satur- 
diy morning by Chairman Cook, who is 
stopping at the Planters’. Mr. Cook says 
his visit has no political significance, as he 
did not come here in answer to any request 
to act as a mediator in bringing the regular 
Democracy and the Meriwether faction to- 
gether. He deplores the split in the party, 
but believes harmony will be arrived at in 
some way in the future, 

“Tl read the interview with Chairman De- 
voy of.the City Executive Committee in last 
Thursday's Post-Dispatch, in which he sug- 
gested that 426 precinct committeemen 
should hold a mass meeting and establish 
a set of rules to govern their own action, 
and the City Executive Committee as well,”’ 
said Mr. Cook, “I think Col. Devoy’s sug- 
gestion a good one. It is certainly proper for 
the precinct committeemen to meet to- 
gether in one place and perfect their organi- 
zation as the City Central Committee. 

“I see the State Committee is being criti- 
cised becavse it did not furnish a set of 
rules to govern the City Central Committee 
after the party in St. Louts was placed on 
the precinct plan of organization. That 
criticism is unjust and uncalled for. 

“Let us rehearse the events leading up to 
the reorganization here last winter. For 
reasons not necessary to relate much dis- 
satisfaction existed over the management of 
party affairs here by the old City Central 
Committee of twenty-eight. Finally, the 
State Committee was called on to investi- 

ate and propose a plan of reorganization. 

he State Committee met in January and 
gave the work to a sub-committee of five, 
of which I waschairman. We spent several 
days here and heard suggestions from many 
prominent Democrats. The unanimous opin- 
ion Was that the party should be placed on 

a precinct basis. At the same time the old 
City Central Committee was charged with 
being incompetent. A spring campaign wus 
at hand and delay would be dangerous. 

“Bo, the old City Committee of twenty- 
eight was enlarged. We appointed another 
member from each ward, thus making 56 
ward members altogether. Then we ap- 
pointed nine members-at-large. This made 
a body composed of 65 members, and it was 
to be known as the City Executive Com- 
mittee. This Executive Committee imme- 
diately organized by electing Col. Devoy 
Chairman, and electing other officers. 

“Then, according to the plan agreed upon, 
primaries were ordered by this Executive 
Committee, and later were held under its 
control, to elect 4% precinct committeemen. 

“The sixty-five Executive Committeemen 
were to have control of the spring cam- 
paign. But after the spring campaign was 
over then a permanent reorganization was 
to be effected. On May 4 the precinct com- 
mitteemen will assemble in their respective 
wards at the same hour and at places 
designated by the Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, and elect two members to 
represent each ward in the new central! 
body known as the City Executive Com- 
mittee. The fifty-six ward men thus elect- 
ed will take the place of the fifty-six ward 
men who were appointed in January by 
the State Committee. 

“But the nine members at large who were 
appointed by the State Committee will hold 
over until the spring convention of 1899, 
when their successors will be elected at 
large =f the city nominating convention, 
and will hold for two years. 

“The understanding was that, as a rule 
40 govern the party in the future, the pre- 
cingt committeemen shall be elected at a 
primary called for that purpose on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in January every two years, 
beginning in 1899. Then the precinct com- 
mitteemen shall assemble in their own 
wards on the third Tuesday in January and 
elect their two ward men to serve in the 
City Executive Committee. 

“The spring campaign is now over, and 
according to the plan above adopted the 
time has arrived for a permanent organiza- 
tion. Of course, the State Committee did 
not furnish a set of rules to govern the de- 
tails of this permanent reorganization that 
is now in order. The State Committee step- 
ped in for the Rurpone of smoothing over 

arty difficulties In St. Louis and of placing 
he St. Louis Democracy on its feet again. 

“The plan of reorganization was adopted 
by mutual agreement between the State 
Committee and the old City Central Com- 
mittee. The old City Committee even ques- 
tioned the right of the State Committee to 
step in and interfere at all, but agreed to 
acquiesce in any reasonable plan of re- 


organization. 

“So, the reorganization was effected 
solely by mutual agreement. The State 
Committee therefore never dreamed of dic- 
tating a set of rules to govern the part¥ in 
St. Louis. The party was placed under a 

jan of reorganization, with sixty-five rep- 
resentative Democrats at the head, and it 
was naturally supposed that the party 
could go ahead and establish its own rules 
governing the detalls of the reorganization. 

“Since there appears to be a dispute as 
to the exact jurisdiction of the Executive 
Committee and the authority of the pre- 
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cinct committeemen, I can state what I 
believe to be the intention of the State 
Committee as to the powers conferred. 

“In the first place the 426 precinct com- 
mitteemen are supreme after the perma- 
nent organization is now effected. They 
Stand next to the — They are elected 
by direct vote of the people. These 426 
precinct committeemen are to compose the 
City Central Committee. 

‘Therefore, these 426 precinct committee- 
men should now meet together in a mass 
convention in one hall and organize by 
electing a chairman, a secretary, a treas- 
urer and so on. The we Central Commit- 
tee, thus organized, would be the controll- 
ing body hereafter. 3 

“The sixty-five members of the City Ex- 
ecutive Committee have no right to vote in 
this mass convention of the precinct com- 
mitteemen, because these executive com- 
mitteemen are elected by, and therefore are 
creatures of, the precinct committeemen, 

“The precinct committeemen are the men 
having the most authority hereafter. They, 
as constituting the City Central Commit- 
tee. direct the City Executive Committee 
what to do and control it tn every way. 
The Executive Committee is a part of the 
City Central Committee. but only as a 
small central body to do quick and effective 
work of management as directed by its s8u- 
periors, the precinct committeemen. 

“After all, if the present plan of organiza- 
tion is not satisfactory the party can, In 
its city convention of 1899, abolish the en- 
tire system and adopt a new one,”

M’MATH SAYS IT WILL BE COM- 
PLETED BEFORE NEXT WINTER. 


$200,000 IS ENOUGH MONEY. 


President of the B. P. I. Says the 
Building Will Not Cost More 
Than Was Estimated. 


The new City Hall will be completed with- 
in a “reasonable” time after the appropria- 
tion is made. This is the promise made by 
President McMath of the Board of Public 


Improvements. 
Pressed to construe ‘“‘reasonable’’ into 


months and days, he says if things go as he 
hopes they will, the old barn on Eleventh 
street will be practically deserted before the 


snow files again. 
“Tt all depends,” said Mr. McMath Satur- 
day, “‘on the promptness with which the 
appropriation is made. If it is staved off un- 
til June or July of course we can't get 
through so soon. 

“We can’t push the work beyond a certain 
extent. Much of that remaining to be done 
so affects other work that all the contracts 
cannot be carried forward simultaneously. 
The best we can do is to have them dove- 
tail together as much as possible. 

“How large an appropriation will be nec- 
essary ?’’ 

“Tl have asked Superintendent of Construc- 
tion Brown to prepare an estimate. I will 
have it in a day or two. I prefer not to 
make a guess.”’ 

“Will it be $500,0007"’ 

“No, nor half that. 
a million is all wind. 
reach $200,000."’ 

“Will the cost of the completed structure 
exceed what was at first calculated?’ 

“No. The cost will be within the $2,000,000 
on the basis of which the structure was 
planned. The cost of construction will be 
greater than anticipated, but we will bal- 
ance things up by cutting down that for 
furnishing. The old desks will have to do 
for a while. The grounds, however, will 
be made as attractive as possible.”’ 

Mr. ‘McMath thinks very satisfactory 
progress was made during the fiscal year 

April 1. Twenty contracts were 
ed, aggregating an expenditure of 
$210,000. The largest was for plastering, 
331,229. Plumbing and sewerage cost $21,827; 
the steam plant, $24,800; electric wiring, 
$16,947; window frames, $14,493; fire-proofing, 
$14,900; structural work, $20,213; metal heat- 
ing pipes, $14,000, and other details smalller 
amounts.

Election Commissioners’ offices has been 
finished. The City Hall Commission will 
inspect it in a few days. All the corridor 
ceilings of the first and second floors will 
be finished the same day. 

A good deal of repair work has been 
found necessary and is now in progress. 
The gutters were not properly riveted or 
seamed, and there was not sufficient brac- 
ing to secure them. The tower on the 
Twelfth street front had to be remodeled. 

To complete the building, not including 
the central portion, the Council chamber 
and hall of the House of Delegates, eleven 
more contracts will have to be let. 

They embrace elevators, ornamental iron 
work, consisting of elevator inclos- 
ures, stair work, etc.; flooring and 
finishing up the basement; carpen- 
try, except in the central portion; 
hardware, painting and. glazing, marble 
work, ceiling and floor tiling, pointing up 
outside work and fixing up the grounds, 
granite facing of the Thirteenth street side 
and skylights in roof and ceiling. 

There remains to be paid on uncompleted 
contracts about 16 per cent of the total 
amounts of contracts, or $32,000. 

All contracts now in force will be com- 
pleted in the next ninety days. 

There is, however, still about $35,000 in the 
appropriation, which was held back in an- 
ticipation that the Comptroller would find 
it necessary to absorb it for general pur- 
poses. Contracts to that amount can be 
let, so there will be no delay in the work 
even if the new appropriation is delayed.

He was particularly impressed with the 
efficiency of the police telephone system, 
which he considers one of the most valuable 
adjuncts to the efficiency of the department, 
and intimated that one of his first official 
actions upon his return to Kansas City 
would be the recommendation of the adop- 
tion of a similar system for the Kansas 
City Department. 

Chief Vallins is a fine-looking man, with 
a stalwart frame and commanding pres- 
ence.

On speaking of his appointment, Chief 
Vallins said: “I am particularly well 
pleased over the appointment, inasmuch as

and tendered me the position of Chief of 
Police. They outlined to me the plans 
they had formulated for the conduct of the 
department, and, as they coincided with 
my views exactly, 1 took the matter under 
consideration, 

“I communicated with my superior, Mr 
ePinkerton, of Chicago, and, although he 
was loath to relinqu'sh me after he had 
been to @ great expense in establishing me 
in the office there, he counseled me to con- 
sult my own beat interests.

How a Spanish Man of War Was Cleverly Imprisoned 
in Dry Dock in New York Harbor.

Down in the Washington Bullding, at 
the foot of Broadway and directly oppo- 
site historic Bowling Green, is an office of 
a company whose president bears a name 
that has been known to the coal trade for 
three generations.

AN INNER VIEW OF THE 
ST. LOUIS CUSTOM HOUSE. 


St. Louis Is the Eighth City in the United States in 
Imports—Interesting Incidents and Details 
of the Surveyor’s Duties. 


Up in the Federal Building there is an 
important Government office about which 
little is known to the average citizen, and 
even the business men who have dealings 
with the office only know of its transac- 
tions in a general way, for nearly all of 
their dealings are attended to by Custom- 


house brokers, who relieve them of the de- 
tails for a stipulated compensation. 

This office is that of Collector of the Cus- 
toms. Col. Richard Dalton, who is the 
present Collector has under him a force of 
37, consisting of 5 deputy collectors, 8 
clerks, 2 messengers, 8 inspectors, 1 ap- 
praiser, 1 special drug clerk, 1 storekeeper, 
6 laborers, ¢ examiners, 1 opener and packer 
and two watchmen. All of these positions 
are filled under the civil service law, except 
three, those of the Collector himself, of AP- 
praiser, now filled by James McCaffrey, and 
of one deputy acting as cashier. Their po- 
sitions are subject to appointment by the 
President. The special deputy in charge of 
the office and Col. Dalton’s stand-by in the 
office is Mr. G. D. Biggs, who is as full of 
information regarding tariff laws and cus- 
toms regulations ag Congressman Dingley 
himself. 


The controversy over the tariff now g0- 
ing on in the Senate calls particular atten- 
tion to the customs service in general and 
to the local. office in particular. In no de- 
partment of the Government is there 80° 
much paintaking care exercised and arounu

There are few attempts to defraud the 
Government on the part of leading im- 
porters, These have reputations at stake 
whieh they will not jeopardize for a few 
paltry dollars. 
tempt of the kind is suspected or seems to 
to be Indicated by the reports of the exam- 
iners when compared with the duplicate in- 
voice in the possession of the appraiser, 
that official has the right to demand the 
private correspondence of the importer. 

A refusal on the part of a consignee 
to permit the inspection of his private ad- 
vices from foreign agen , 
carries with it heavy penalties. The_prac- 
tice referred to is not very common. It has 
frequently been shown, however, that the 
receivers were wholly guiltless of an in- 
tent to defraud. The consigners, especially 
those acting for private parties, sometimes 
think they are conferring a favor upon the 
consignees by invoicing goods below the 
market price. Instances are on record, how- 
ever, where the receivers has failed to ap- 
preciate such favors, and have voluntarily 
reported the irregularity to the appraiser, 
avowing their willingness to pay the eget 
duty. In such cases the penaities provi ed 
by law are neither assessed nor co.lected, 
the Government being content with receiv- 


ing simply its just due. .

Occasionally a regular customer is caught 
up in a little double dealing, and then there 
is trouble in store for him. A short time 
since a local whisky merchant, who re- 
ceived frequent consignments of foreign 
liquors, concluded to buy himself a hand- 
some set of foreign-made dishes for his din- 
ner service. e set was made to order 
and the pictures of the whisky merchant’s 
family burned into the plates. The dishes 
he entered at the local customs office at a 
value of $8. It happened that an exactly 
similar set had been imported a few days 
before by another St. Louisan and the Ap- 
praiser remembered them. They had been 
correctly valued at $130. he dinner set 
was held up and the liquor man sent for. 
He railed at the Government, at the Col- 
lector, at his deputies and at everything in 
sight, but Col. Dalton was firm. He was‘ 
told that he would have to pay the pen- 
alties exacted by the Government for fraud- 
ulent entry of imported goods, and that if 
he kicked up too much of a row, his name 
would be handed to the United States 
Grand-jury. 

Then he wilted and actually wept with 
mortification and apprehension. His dinner 
set cost for penalties alone $640, beside 
which he paid the regular import duty on 
the correct valuation of $130. 

Probably a cut of extra fine roast beef

St. Louis ts a port of entry, but {t what 
is known as an interior port and therefore 
has not the importance that an outer or 
seaboard port has. Further than this the 
city is handicapped in its Importing busi- 
ness by the insufficient channel of the Mis- 
siss'pp!, which prevents the arrival at this 
port of steamers and other vessels 
foreign ports.

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A St. Louis Doctor Dares to Take Issue 
With Medical Scientists. 


The administration of anti-toxin, followed 
by sudden death at the Christian Orphans’ 
Home a-few days ago, has been creating 
considerable comment among St. Louis 


physicians. The adversaries of the serums, 
tuberculous anti-toxins and other nostrums 
based on the same princ(ple, are particularly 
emphatic in their denunciation of the indis- 
criminate use of a mode of treatment which 
in their estimation is anything else but 
scientific. 

The following statement made by Dr. M. 
E. Chartier, who has followed very closely 
in Paris and in this country the increase of 
what he calls the “anti-toxin” fad, throws 
some light on the subject. ) 

“To begin with,” says the doctor, “the 
serum used for the prevention and cure 
of diphtheria is either altogether inert—that 
is, without the least therapeutical value—or 
exceedingly dangerous. Originall anti- 
toxin contained only the serum or thin part 
of the blood, saturated with the attenuated 
germs of diphtheria. The so-called atten- 
uation is obtained throug inoculation of 
bacteriological cultures. his is the theory 
which is too long and complicated to ex- 
plain. As could. have been expected, hun- 
dreds of deaths followed the injection of the 
serum. These deaths are a matter of record 
in the annals of medicine, and. were un- 
doubtedly produced by the tdéxic properties 
of the ptomaines or cadareric al aloids 
which are the result of the decomposition of 
the organic matter contained in the serum, 

“It is an indisputable fact that organic 
matter will generate ptomaines through de- 
composition and ptomaines are deadly 
poison, 

“The serum enthusiasts to remedy the 
evil had recourse to the antiseptics. The 
added to the serum carbolic or phemic acid, 
creosote, or other powerful antiseptics. 

“Now, it has been demonstrated beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that these medicinal 
preparations destroy the bacilli. My esti- 
mated confrere, Prof. Bouchard of the 
Faculty of Medicine of Paris, not so long 
ago proved that one six-hundredth of a 
cubic centimeter of creosote will even pre- 
vent the multiplication of the bacillus of 
Koch (bacillus of consumption). 

“The conclusion is that if the serum con- 
tains any bacilli they are annihilated by 
the addition of the antiseptic, such as creo- 
sote, phemic or carbolic acid, and there- 
fore the anti-toxin is perfectly inert, as 
far as its properties as an attempted virus 
are concerned. If it has any value it is 
as an antiseptic, and a very poor one at 
that: creosote or carbolic aci 
a rather queer mixture, which Lister woul 
not have certainly indorsed. 

“In many instances where death has been 
the result of the inoculation of anti-tox‘n 
it is probable that the combination of the 
servm and the antiseptic was not hetero- 
genous, some ptomaines having escaped the 
process of destruction, 

“In the. case of James M. Williamson, 
who died at the Christian Orphans’ Home, 
the Coroner’s inquest has failed to throw 
any light on the subject. The burial cer- 
tificate reads ‘diphtheria.’ It has been ad- 
mitted previously that the boy was not 
affected with the disease and that he wa* 
inoculated with several other children to 
be immunized. It was surmised also that 
he had heart disease, but the symptoms 
which accompanied his death are not in 
accordance with this opinion. One thing 
's positive, however; he would not have 
died if he had not been given a dose of 
anti-toxin. In my éstimation, he was the 
victim of ‘ptomaine poisoning’ in its worst 
‘foudroyant’ form; he died exactly as if he 
had been bitten by a@ cobra or a scorpion. 
The only way to come at the truth would 
have been through a microscopical exami- 
nation of the blood, which would have 
proven more conclusive than a post-mor- 
eer he great argument of the partisans of 
anti-foxin is the small percentage of deaths 
recorded in their statistics. As a matter of 
fact, these statistics are misleading, as they 
include all the cases of inoculation, among 
which figure thousands of individuals in- 
oculated simply for immunization. Last 
year in Paris 75 per cent of the reperted 
cases of inoculation were not affected with 
diphtheria. The statistics forwarded front 
St. Louts to the Paris laboratory are prob- 
ably as defective. 

“The main trouble about this fad in re- 
gard to the serums is that it threatens to 
invade the whole field of medical thera- 
peutics. The manufacturers who know a 
good thing when they see it are putting on 
the market serums of all kinds, which 
they produce at a nominal cost. These 
serums are advertised to the gullible medi- 
cal profession in various ways, and as a 
rule are nothing else but valueless nos- 
trums. An enterprising chemist (7) is sell- 
ing frequently a solution of chloride of 
sodium (common salt); this is less danger- 
ous than the genuine serum, even than the 
serum neutralized by antiseptics, . but it 
gives a fair idea of the business enterprise 
of certain individuals. 

“What surprises me the most is that 
the medical profession does not see through 
the scheme. If the principle advocated is 
correct, there is no use to study the practice 
of medicine. We will have in short order 
serums for all kinds of 4 es, and the 
druggists will do well to prepare to close 
their shops. 
“In the meantime unfortunately hundreds

MILLIONS OF FEET OF WATER 
HAVE EMPTIED INTO IT DAILY 
FOR MANY YEARS. 


Almost on a par with the miracle of the 
widow’s exhaustless cruse of oil is the story 
of a marvelous hole in the ground which 
swallows millions of feet of water daily, 
leaving the problem of where it goes a 
mystery which remains unsolved.

The mills them- 
selves are now in ruins, but the flow con- 
tinues. This remarkable state of things 
has existed for over sixty years, and very 
likely for a century. 


One cannot — asking in amazement 
where all that water goes to. The Messrs. 
Crosby, who furnish the account which is 
given in Cassier’s Magazine, estimate that 
the flow in each channel amounts to 1,000 
cubic feet per minute, or 3,000,000 cubic 
feet per day in both. Two smaller pas- 
sages of a similar character have been ob- 
served in the same neighborhood; and it 
is added that along the shore, “at all points 
between the two mills and for an un- 
known distance beyond each, the water is 
everywhere percolating through cracks and 
fissures of the limestone and sinking into 
the earth. The openin in the sea bot- 
tom are, no doubt, mainly closed by weeds 
and gravel; yet no inconsiderable amount of 
water must find its way to these mysterl- 
ous depths through such an extent of beach, 
lying on a rock that is practically as porous 
as a sieve. * * * It is difficult to decide 
which is the greater marvel, the Sea Mills 
themselves or the fact that they have re- 
mained practically unknown to the scientific 
world up to the present day, although de- 
scribed by several] authors, mentioned in 
the guidebooks and visited by ‘admirals, 
oe bishops and distinguished civil- 
ana.’ ’* 

Almost the only explanation hitherto of- 
fered assumes that evaporation goes on 
oy in some subterranean cavern, and 
thus disposes of. the water. But as it is 
admitted that the remaining salt from the 
two mill streams alone would amount to 
48,600 cubic feet a year, it is hard to under- 
stand why the eubterranean cavern (if there 
be one) does not fill up. The Messrs. Cros- 
by offer a different hypothesis. They ask 
the reader to imagine two ereat fissures de- 
scending into the earth and meeting below, 
like the sides of a letter V or U. en they 
suggest that perhaps one arm is shorter 
than the other, and that ‘there !s a long, very 
gently rising passage leading from the bot- 
tom of one to the bottom of the other, so 
that the subterranean heat can get a good 
chance to act on any ‘stream passing 
through it. It then becomes easy to sup- 
pose that a cold current of sea water comes 

own through one branch of the system and 
is forced upward through the other by ther- 
mal influences. 

The rocky island of Cephalonia, Iike some 
of its neighbors, betrays the effect of earth- 
quakes innumerable in times past, abound- 
ing in fractures and faults, caverns and sub- 
terranean rivers. None of the springs on 
Cephalonia contain any large uantity of 
salt, however, and it is difficult to regard 
any of them as the outflow of the flood 
which disappears at Argostoli. But it is

DEATH MAY NOW 
BE PHOTOGRAPHED, 


WONDERFUL DISCOVERY OF A 
NEW LIGHT RAY BY A 
VIENNA SCIENTIST. 


A new ray has been discovered, by which 
it may be told with absolute certainty that 
life has left the human body, and the pos- 
sibility of being buried alive, with ali its 
attendant horrors, removed. 

Prof. E. Friedrich of Vienna made this 
discovery, while experimenting with the 
Roentgen ray, and in a letter to the Vienna 
Imperial Academy .of Science he made it 


known to the world. He calls the new dis- 
covery the Kritik rays, and by them he has 
photographed death. 

At the present moment the medical pro- 
fession ssesses no means of absolutely 
Stating that death has taken place. Doctors 
only draw their inferences in support of 
this view from the appearance of certain 
eco in the body. These, it is true, are 
usually conclusive, but they are not in- 
fallible, and there is always the ssibility 
that mistakes may be made and that a per- 
son who is only apparently dead may suffer 
the horrors of premature interment. 

Prof. Friedrich now affirms that the es 
which the has discovered reveal with ab- 
eolute reliabilit the entrance of death 
into the body. To quote his own words: 
“The Kritik rays are directed out of a 
vacuum tube, and are so piercing that they 
almost immediately penetrate the body up-

cording as they are taken of a living or of 
a dead body. The photographing of the 
hand is the easiest experiment in test work 
of this kind. If, when it is laid on the 
hotographic plate and subjected to the 
ritik rays, it appears as a living hand 
does under the Roentgen rays—viz., with 
all the bones clearly distinguished—then 
beyond question the person is alive. If, 
however, the hand does not yield its char- 
acteristic form under this process the per- 
son to whom it belongs is undoubtedly dead. 
“I have arrived at this result by a whole 
series of experiments, which I regard as 
absolutely reliable. The new vacuum tubes 
which thus serve for a post-mortem diag- 
nosis will have to be employed by every 
doctor.”’ 

In a few days Prof. Friedrich is likely 
to present a new report, and until he does 
medical men and scientists in general pre- 
fer not to commit themselves.

Chaplain Haggerty tendered his resigna- 
tion to the Ministers’ Alliance last week, 
after ten years of arduous effort and un- 
ee agg attention to the sick In the hos- 
pitals, the ne in the asylums and the 
miserable wretches in jails, work+houses, 
poor-houses and the House of Refuge. 

Meanwhile he has been directed by the 
resident Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to continue his labors, and there is 
a disposition on the part of all the Protest- 
ant churches to refuse acceptance of his 
resignation and make more liberal contr!bu- 
tion for the maintenance of this remarkable 
feature of Chrustian work. 

Mr. Haggerty is an old man now, but his 
snow-white hair rises restlessly from over 
an intellectual forehead; he is broad-shoul- 
dered and brawny yet; his firm-set mouth is 
relieved by kindly eyes and a winning smile,

GRIM REMINDERS OF SOME 


NOTED ST. LOUIS TRAGEDIES. 


Maxwell’s Trunk in Which 


Preller’s Body Was Stowed 


—Crutches, Ice Picks, Shovels and Other Strange 
Weapons Which Have Taken Human Life. 


In a dark little storeroom on the third 
floor of the grim and forbidding Four 
Courts building, covered with dust and piled 
in a careless manner, is a group.of relics 
that call to mind many of the most famous 
tragedies in the history of St. Louis. 

After a case in the criminal courts has 
been disposed of and the person charged 
with the crime has been either acquitted or 
convicted, any article used as evidence 
and not claimed is relegated to this room. 
Each article is labeled so that its history 
may be easily traced. The list of articles 
stored away in this neglected room, that is 
eeldom visited by a janitor and never swept 
or dusted, is most comprehensive.  Piled 
up in one corner is a stock of weapons, 
some of the crudest and most improvised 
implements imaginable, each one of which 
has taken‘’a human life and which in turn 
was used as evidence against the defend- 
ant. 

One of the most interesting articles in this 
old store-room is a trunk that figured in 


| of mortar and blood may still be seen on the 
hoe. 

A very cheap and flimsy crutch ts not an 
ideal instrument, with which to deal a 
death blow, but Millard Vail found it effect- 
ive on April 22, 189, when he killed Mrs. 
Ellen Miller with it. Vail boarded with 
Mrs. Miller at 3214 North Broadway. There 
was a dispute about the board bill and 
Vail snatched the crutch from a crippled 
boarder and struck his landlady with it. It 
fractured her skull, and she subsequently 
died. Vatl escaped, but Was arrested May 
22 and was tried and convicted. 

Among Detective Sam Allender’s relics 
lis the revolver with which. Harrison Dun- 
can shot and killed Policeman Michael 
Brady Nov. 6, 1891. Brady was doing duty 
in what, until recently, was known as the 
“Bloody Third’ Police District. Harrison 
| Duncan, colored, was a noted character. 
On the day mentioned a fight veey yrecs in

street, between Morgan street and Lucas 
avenue. Duncan was in the fight. Police- 
men Brady, Maloney ahd Connors ran to 
the scene. Duncan was placed under arrest, 
but broke loose and ran in the saloon. He 
got behind the counter and the officers 
were shooting at him. Brady entered, and 
as he reached over the bar to reach the 


negro Duncan thrust his revolver and fired. 


which to do murder. On that date he killed 
Joseph Truby with a single blow. The men 
were working in an ice house, and Trub 
claimed that Mueller tried to shove a bloc 
of-ice so that it would strike him. Mueller 
walked up with his ice pick in his hand. 
Truby called him a vile name, and Mueller 
jet drive. One blow was sufficient. One of 
the steel prongs fastened to the end of the 
long handle penetrated Truby’s skull and he 
pitched forward. It is a vicious looking 
weapon, and the blood of its victim has 
rusted the piece of steel on the end. 

The label on an old oak wagon stake re- 
calls an encounter between a negro rousta- 
bout and Constable John Dolan, July 5, 1888. 
The negro attempted to brain Dolan, but 
instead received a bullet in his heart that 
caused him to desist. The stake was used 
as evidence to prove that the constable 
acted in self-defense. The affray occurred 
on the Levee, between Locust and Vine 
streets, and grew out of an attempt of the 
constable to take possesion of a boat on 
which the negro was employed on execu- 
tions issued by a justice of the peace. 

Among the collection is a base ball bat 
that was diverted from its original pur- 
pose. It is an innocent looking affair, 
about 30 inches Jong, 2% inches in diameter 
at the big end, and is painted a bright red. 
The piece of paper glued to the bat bears 
the legend: ‘‘Instrument with which Thom- 
as Foley killed Thomas Groves, June ll, 
1893."" The men were on a vacant lot on 
Beaumont street, near Clark avenue, watch- 
ing some boys playing ball. They had been 


canning beer and were quarreling over 
some trivial matter. Foley snatched the 
bat from a small boy and _ fractured 


Groves’ skull. Groves died in the City Hos- 
pital a few days later. 

_ A little, insignificant piece of old and de. 
cayed plank, that looks as though it would 
crumble to touch it, caused the death of a 
negro.

If Shakspeare should wander into Daly's 
Theater he would be mystified by the amaz-

He would 
scarcely recognize the part he played in 
bringing the play to life, and indeed few 
others would. It is a Daly production and 
Shakspeare plays a minor part. 

Mr. Daly has long been recognized as the 
ideal producer of plays, but in “The Tem- 
pest” he surpasses almost revving he has 
staged in recent years. The result is an 
entertaining series of stage pictures, with 
baton enough Shakspeare to show good faith 
owards the bard. There are fairies and 
brownies and sprites and an endless num- 
ber of similar things, all woven in artis- 
tically with rich, warm color, leaving abso- 
lutely nothing for the fancy to desire. 

The comedy opens with “a doomed ship 
tossing on‘a rolling sea, a fairy flying 
through the night to save the hapless 
voyagers—then, presto! the ship sinks, the 
ocean breaks into the air and the voyagers 
find themselves in a summer bower of en- 
chantment. Here are queer gnomes, with 
humt&n bodies and heads of lions, tigers 
and wild fowls. Nymphs rise out of the 
waves to greet their comrades emerging 
from the rocks and trees,’’ and more sur- 
prising effects are wrought with electricity 
and calcium lights than were ever dreamed 
of by Shakspeare when his fancy turned 
him to writing the comedy. 

Miss Nancy McIntosh assumes the lead- 
ing role of Miranda, and probably has never 
been seen to such advantage on the New 
York stage.

though it did not obtain a Parisian per- 
formance unti] 1890, and then only enjoyed @ 
“succes d’estime,”’ for, notwithstanding Its 
many beautiful and ever magnificent melo- 
dies, there are several defects of dramatic 
construction which prevented its acceptance 
on the stage by the French public, whose 
theatrical tastes are so highly developed. It 
was also performed a season or so ago in 
New York by the Metropolitan Opera Co., 
with a similar result. 

But in the meantime the work gained 
great and widespread popularity as an or- 
atorio. This began in Great ritain and 
has extended to this country, ¢ill at pres- 
ent no other modern work is more ten 
performed by choral and einging societies, 

or the very things which militated against 
its success on the lyric stage—namely, the 
predominance of the chorus in the t 
and last acts, the length of the arias and 
duos, and the extreme slowness of the 
action—make it particularly acceptable on 
the concert stage, as it gives the soloists 
and chorus such superb opportunities 
showing forth their wers of vocal ex- 
pression unhindered by the necessity of 
even pretending to act. 

I have an idea that Saint-Saens began the 
work as an oratorio, but when he found 
what a dramatic character Delilah turned 
out to be in his music, chan his mind 
and finished it as an opera. Still, except in 
the second act, which is entirely without 
chorus, 'the spirit of oratorio broods over the 
entire work. : 

Saint-Seans is of the eclectic school of mu- 
sic, and when he wrote “Samson and 
iilah” he was somewhat influenced by Wag- 
ner—the Wagner of ‘““Tannhauser,” and ‘*Lo- 
hengrin,”’ not he of the “Nibelungen Ring” 
“Parsifal.”’ We see this not only in the 
gorgeous orchestration and the superb dec- 
lamation, but also in the use of “leading 
motives,’ which mark the important phases 
of the story. But the music is by no. means 
an imitation of that of the great German 
composer, it is of the French, Sate eggs gS 
of grandiose and theatrical effects. the 
music of Delilah’s part, especially, it is 
overflowing with voluptuous melodies truly 
la musique seductrice, giving a full exe- 


gesis to the Parisian’s favorite biblical
